Believe me, Servant, Jhad rather Die all the Deaths the Mozld 
tm zut upon me, than to bear the blame of that wherein Jam Innocent, 
Do this time the Emperoz's chaler was ſomewhat pacified, by means of 
his Lazès and Farens that attended, inſomuch trat be cauſed Eelliſant to

ſentence against her, rhe Empꝛels belliſapt, accompanied with her Servant 
Blandiinan, ſpedily haſted to Horte. Being thus mobnted, and then pall⸗ 
ing through the lair City towards one of the gates thereok, there mer her 
People in gitat multitudes, of vegzes, much lamenting the fois of ſo fair 
a Lady, and ſo good an Empzels. When ſhe came to the utmoſt part, even 
ready ts go out ofthe Gates ok the City, there was heard ſuch a lamentable

E Arth⸗pzleſt having now wzought the banſſþment of faic Belliſant, 
1 thought with himſelf now he ſhould ſurely accompliſh his deſire : 
Mherekoze, in alt haſte, he changed his white Rocker ſto a Coat of Stel, 
and begirt unto him a Swozd; and being thus Accoutred, he ſuddenly wag 
mounted upon a milk white 82t&d, the faireft that could be had in all Con.

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Jas pet in all Your life enjoyed, And in ſpeaking theſe wozds, be bended 
Iris body to the Lady, thinking to have Kiſſed her; but Blandiman perteiv⸗ 
ing his intent, (ubdenly ſtarteb between them, and gave the Arch⸗pzieſt ſo 
mighty a ſtroak, that he kelled him to the Earth, and with the violence ok 
toe blow, byoke out one of his Teeth : The Pꝛieſt had no ſooner retovere 
himtelk, bur cuddenly took him to His Sword, Which Blandiman -erceivin}

The Merchant having lefc 
thein Blandiman ſer the Lady upon her Yoz2ſe, and himſelf on his, ſo 
Riding an together, they came unto a Lodging lying in their way, where 
they remained eight days, during which time her Servant was Kecovered 
of his Wounds, and then ſer fozward towards France; the Lady ſtill ſoy- 
rowful and complaining in this manner: Alaſs !

and but fo2 the gzeat merty of the Lozvs of the Eniperoz s Court, and o- Im 
thets, the had ben publickly put to Death, and zurnt ts Aſhes in the üght UH 
ok all the People. King Pepin having heard the lamentable Relation of ro 
Blandiman'g Report, being exceding outragious and flerte in Anger, £4 
and pet ſozrowkul withal, bꝛake out in ſpgch molt bitter ly againſt her on JJ 
this manner: Now, by the Gods, quoth be, 4 bold the Emperoz no up⸗ le 
righr Judge, in that he ſpared the Lite of my Siſter; 592 J (wear, 2 
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ik J had her here now in my Poſſeſſion, J would not Ref, till by Dearh 4. 
had made her an Example to all falſe Ladies, while the Wold endureth. 
And therewithal, commanded all his Train of Ko:ds, and others, to ſtap 
their Journey, and make their Return back again to Paris: Foz the g2iev- 
ous offences ok my Siſter, here ſtays my Journey; and ſo he departed, 
without asking any moze queſtions,” but turning his Vozſe'g head, ſozrow 
over came his Courage, and at lat made him break kozth into theſe wozds: 
Ha! (quoth he) how many Men are deceived in Womens Mow am J 
utterly pzevented ok all my purpoſes, ko; my only hope Befted in the Mo⸗ 
deſty of my Siſter Peiliiant ; pea, and in her ſtood all my jops and pleaſure: 
Again, to have fav the Emperoz Alexander (fill mp Bꝛother, and faſt 
Friend at all Allatleg, and in all my Neceſſities was mo only Hope and Joy 
of heart; and now. b:yold, by her Pm Diſappoſnted, Defamed, and ſhur 
put into eternal Diſhonour. And lo in that diſtruſt and melanchollx, 
King Pepin Returned towards Orleance. When Blandiman perceived 
the Courage of the King to be thus Taunted, he durſt Relate no further 
News of the Lady Eelliſant; but, leaving the King, took his way towards 
the Tre where he lately left her in gzeat pain of Childbirth ; being come 
hither, he ſought her every-where, but could hear no tydings of her:

This dolefnl ſpeech (hg de- 
l{vcred in Tears; which Blandiman perceiving, laid unto her, Lady, leave 
off pour Tears, koz be allured of mp Faithful fidelity; and here J offer my 
ſelf, life, and all to be at pour Dervice, go whither you pleaſe. -Uhy 
then (quorh the Lady?) ſince thou art o Keſolute, let us Keſolve upon 
ſome ſtrange Adventure, and therewithal paſſed fo2th to expoſe themſelves 
to future vangers, where now we ſhall be forced to leave them with ſozrow- 
ful hearts, and return again to ſpeak ſomething of the bear, that carried 
away one ok the Thildzen, | 
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Chap. 4. Of the Bear that bore away one of the Children. 
BE Bear (as pou have heard befo2e) that had carried away one of the 
3 Childzen, all this while had offered it no violence, but bare it unto

But in the midſt of her {92rowful wiſhes, yer paſſed on her weary journy 
ſometime by ſea, ſometime by land, till at length ſhe came to a Po2t in Por 
tnga), on the which did ſtand an invincible Caſtle, kept by a Glant, calle 
Ferragus, {0 gear, and ok ſuch puſſſence, thar there was not a Hoſe t. 
be found could bear the living trunk or xhis Giant. It ſo happened at this 
Caſtle, that every (ip that paCeth by this Pot, was to pay tribute to this 
Giant, which he himſelf did daily come aboazd to receive. At length h

V. Bow, by the Counſel of the Arch-prieſt, new Cuſtoms, and 
Taxations were raiſed through the city of Conſtantinople ; and how 
the treaſon came to light. How the Emperor, by the Counſel of hi 
Nohility, ſent for King Pepin, to ſee the Combate fought between 
the Arch-prieſt and the Merchant. 


TI Emperoz having ſhamefully expelled belliſant his wits, oftentimes 
& repentedhim of the fact: But by the curſe counſel of tie Arch⸗pzielt, 
unto whole wo2ds he gave (uch credit continually, that 1445 be (pake, was 
an Pꝛacle in the Ears of the laid Emyero2 : Inlomuch, ryar he continu⸗

pu pole, Azmed two hundzed Men to guazd his own pezſon : Being thus 
accompanied, he took his wap into the City, to effeit this new Chazge, 
which the Empezoz had beſtowed on him. It chanced ſo, that among the 
Reſt of them that ſold Wazes, the Mezchant wag theze p2eſent cok whom 
you have heazd bekoze) namely, he that came Bibing by the way which 
blandiman (the diſtzeſſed lady belliſants Eſq;) and the treathezous Azch⸗ 
pꝛieſt was fighting. The Azch-pzieft pezceived him well enough, but 
would take no knowledge of him, fo2 he was vezy feazful, left all his vil- 
lany ſhould come to light, The pꝛelence ol this Pezchant much tzaubled 
the Azch-pzieſt, infomuch, as he wiſhed (ik it weze poWble) his death, and 
would alluzedly have effected the ſame, by the Authozity that he now had in 
his hands; but Cill he feazed ſome gzeat Tumult would aziſe thezeby. 
Now mark what followed : The Bezchant, among the Reſt, was tit | 

fuzniſhed with coſtly wazes; as cloath of Gold, Silvez, Silk, &c. Mlheze⸗ 
by he received gzear Wealth, and took moze mohey than any five Mez⸗ 
chants beſide; The Fai? being ended, the Azch⸗pzieſt ſent kozth his Pk⸗ 
fice2s, to demand and Receive his accuſtomed Duties, due upon the Sale 
of thole Mezchandizes: One Tice? came unto this Mezehant, and ſaid, 
Sir, you mult pay ten-pence on every pound that you have taken, fo) ſo 
it is oꝛdained by the G:eat Office) to whom it belong. The PMezehant 
heꝛeat being ang2y, ſaid, Cuzſed be that dillopal Azch⸗pzieſt, fox he is the 
only cauſe of rheſe new-raiſed exactions : It had been good koz all men, if 
he had long ſince had his deſert, and with ſhame and inkamp had ended his 
Ways, At which repzoachful words againſt the Arch⸗pzieſt, tie Pflicer 


took his ſtaff, and ſmote the Merchant on the Pead, that pieſently the 


blood guſhed out. Then the Merchant, feeling the blood about his ears, dꝛew 
his ſwo2d, and ſtruck ko hard upon the Ptlicer, that he laid him at his feet 
koz dead. Upon this aroſe a gzeat rout 1 the Fair, "om 
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that the reſt of the Dfficers coming up to help their Fellow, took the Mer: 
chant, and bzought him befoze the Arch -pzieſt; The Arch : piteft, 
glad of this oppoztunity, would ſuddenly. have put him to death; but the 
Merchant appealed to Juſtice, to have bis cauſe iryed by the Law, The 
Arch-p:iedt, fearing the People, ſent him away to the Emperoz, 2 no⸗ 
thing could ſatigfie him but his like: But mark, in ſeeking the life of 
the Merchant, he purchaſed his own death, as hereafter kolloweth: The 
Arch pꝛieſt cauſed the Merchant to be bzought into the Emperozs Palace; 
whereas he in perſon ſat as Judge. The Empero! being ſet, the Arch⸗ 
pzieſt byought his Advocace to plead his cauſe, which was to this effec ; 
That the Merchant had committed murther ; and alſo had ſpoken oppzobzi⸗ 
dus wozds againlt the ſaid Azch⸗pꝛieſt. The Advocate having ended his 
accuſation, the Merchant fuddenly fell on his knees betoze the Emperoz, 
and ſa(d, Pighty and moſt excellent P2ince, out of your benignity, give 
me but Audience to be heard, bekoze theſe pour Nobles here attending, and 
I ſhall unfold a matter of ſo gꝛeat Impoztante, that it touches your Per⸗ 
ſon, even in the higheſt degzee of Treaſon. Sap on, ſaid the Empero?, 
Mighty Emperoz, and my Lozds all, J would adviſe you to make fall the 
gates round about your Palace, that none depart from this place. The 
Emperoz did as he requeſted. Then laid the Merchant with a loud voice, 
Log, Barons, and Unights, all you that love the honour of the Empe⸗ 
r92, und the triumphant Reign of his Perſon, attend mp wozds; the time 
is come that the Treaſon of the curſed Arch pꝛieſt will now be revealed, 
and come to light: Then thus g1eat Empero:, this is that curſed Man, 
whom you have ever nouriſhed, and bꝛoͤught to gzeat honour, who hath de- 
teived pour truſt; fo? he it is that hath wzought all the diſco:d betwirt pou, 
and pour vertuous Lady, whom pou have baniched, both kzom pour Bed, 
Court, and Country, and by whom you have received moze diſhonoz, than 
ever he reaped honoz from you ; Foz it had been his part moſt of any, to 
have nouriſhed and advanced pour Renown, and to have pꝛelerved pour Ho- 
nour ; but contrary he hath made my dzead Lo2d, infamous by theſe his 
wicked pꝛojecks, and bought upon you gꝛeat (candal among all Pations:; 
fo2 he ſecretly, and under-hand, made love to the Emp2eſs, but ſhe denyed 
him; the which he perceiving, that there was no likelihood to accompliſh 
his deſire, it dzove him into a thouſand fears, leſt this his dillopal act ſhould e 
come to light, and therefo:e deviſed to falſifie unto vour Ears, her faith- 
ful love unto your Bed. Ek all which his falſe Accuſations, J ſay here be⸗ 
foze pou, and all pour Lozds and Barons, that he. lieth like a Traytoz, 
and fo: the mote appꝛobatſon of what J have uttered, J will here unfold 


the 
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the truth ok what thele eyes of mine were witnelles: It (ſo hapned on a 
day, after the baniſhment of the Empzels, as J was riding about my ak⸗ 
fairs,, I chanced to travel thzo' a wood; at laſt, palling along che way, J 
found this treacherous Pyieſt, transfo2med out of the habit ok his Pzieſt⸗ 
hood, into the ſhape of a Knight, even armed at all points ready fo2 com- 
bate with the Enemy. Dꝛawing nearer and nearer,” J did behold him in 
fight with another man unarmed, which at laſt J found to be Blandiman, 
Squire to the baniſhed Lady, who conducted: her in the time of her exile. 
J perceiving they encountred one another lo flercely, J began to call unto- 
them, to give over their direkul fight ; but they little regarded what J- 
ſaid: did perceive the Lady piteouſly weeping, and at laſt ſaid.unto me 
thus: Gentle Merchant, and kind friend, lend me thy ald againſt this 
treacherous Arch⸗pꝛieſt, that ſeebeth by kozce to rob me of mine honour.

The Empero! having heard this Tale, ſighed, and at laft fell into tears, 
in which rears he turned him to the Arch:P1ieft, relating his dillopalty in 
this manner: Ah! thou kalle Servant (quoth he) have J ever ſtudied to 
do thee honoz, and exalt thee to high dignities, and haſt thou requited att. 
my. love and truff with dillopalty and treaſons ? Well, J have ſeen now 
 Uwhar Þ ever miſtruſted, thou haſt made me of all Men mott unhappy ; but 
lit is not ſo much thy fault, as mine own; thy treaſon hath bewitched 
Ime: In an evil hour J gave Credit to thy falſe ſneaking tongue, and 
thereby deſerve to carry the bzand ol my own folly. The Arch⸗Prieſt 
bearing the Emperoz thus diſtempered, began to entreat his Yighneſs 
not to be lo impatient, neither to give credit to this flanderous tale, that, 
the Merchant had commenced againſt him: Foz (quoth he) he belyeth me: 
and Jam no way Guilty of that wherewith he atculeth me. Thou lyeſt

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my ſelt vanquiſhed. The Empero ſeeing the Merchant ſo reſolute, and 
to ſtand to the trial of the Combate, he laid, Arch⸗pzieſt, it is time that 

either thou quit thy ſelf, by ancwering this Challenge, oz ts yield thy ſelf 
Guilty of what hath been laid to thy Charge. The Arch-P2ieft replied 


on this manner: Mighty Emperoz, J mult let you underſtand, that to 


anſwer the Merchants challenge, oz take up arms, is contrary ro mp place 
and calling, fo2 Jama ſacred Pzelate of the Church, and therekoze J 
may retnſe to fight. May, quoth the Emperoz, in this caſe no excuſe is 
to be admitted; but pou mult either fight, oz, yield pour ſelf a Traptoz 
to our Crown and Dignity. At thele wozds the Arch⸗Pꝛieſt was ſoine- 
what troubled in mind, pet at laſt he was fain to accept the Combate, . be- 
cauſe th? Efnperv2 charged him ſo deeply: And beſides, he could have no 
excuſe admitted, =o the Emperoz commanded them both to ſafe keeping, 
till Cuch time he had kent Letters to King Pepin of France; but in con: 
cluſion, the Traptoꝛ had his deſert, as hereakter followeth: 

The dap of the Combate being appointed, and the ficld p:epared, tydings 
came to the Emperoz, that King Pepin was come to Rome, to the aid of 
the Pope againſt the Infidels. The Empero! hearing thereof, by the g1ave 
Counſel of the Lozds, dilpatched Ambaſladozs thither, with command to 
bzing King Pepin to Conſtantinople, meaning thereby to make him an 
Eye-witneſs of theſe contentions, and of the cauſe of this Combate, which 
was to pꝛovbe the Arch⸗pꝛieſt a Traitoꝛ, and allo to hold the Empero? excu⸗ 
ſed, in that he had, by his falſe accuſations baniſhed his Empꝛels.

der, pour Bzother, Empero! of Conſtantinople, gur Loꝛd and Pater, of 
which we intreat a ſpeedy anſwer. Bing Pepin took the letters gꝛatioullp, 
and read them; and having thioughly conſidered the contents, with a loud 
voſce, he ſaid, Py Lozds, by the gods, here's much matted of tpdings, 
and alſo of as gzeat admiration : The Emperoz gzeets me well, and ſends 
me woꝛd that my Siſter, Belliſant, his betroathed Mile, hath been by him 
wꝛongkullp baniſhed, and that by reaſon of a talſc Arch-pzieſt, unto whom 
he gave too much truſt: which Pꝛieſt, koz theſe his trealonable facts, is ac- 
cuſed by a Merchant; and koz tryal of the truth of this his accuſation, 
will put himſelt in jeopardy of life, by ungle combate in open field, body 
to body, with this treacherous Arch⸗pzieſt. Now it is ſo fallen wi 

that 
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that the day and place is ready fo2 rhe tryal of his Fac, whereby J ſhall be 
fully ſatigfied, whether my Siſter hath been guilty of that wherewirh the 
hath been charged, and moft ſhamefully caft forth into baniſhment: Uron 
all which, J vow by my Crown and Dignity, that ik rhe Emperoz be found 
to have offered this indignity, without juſt cauſe, chat J will be avenged 
againſt him in the ertreameſk manner that war can thunder kozth again(t 
bim. Having ended his lpeech unto his Lo2ds, in pꝛelente of the Ambat: 
ſado2s, he Commanded with ſpeed, that every man {ould addzeſs himſelf 
to accompany him to Conſtantinople, to behold, the manner of this fight, 
between the Merchant and rhe Arch⸗pꝛieſt. The dap of his departure from 
Rome being come, be takes his way towards Conſtantinople, where,. at- 
ter ſome few days of travel, he ſafely arrived. The Emperoz hearing of 
his coming, commanded all the Belts to be rung, and made triumph to wel- 
come him, koz all were filled with jop at his appzoach: The Empecoz, 
mounted on Hozſe:back, richip accompanied, marched out ok rhe City, to 
meet his Brother, King Pepin. At laſt they met; but the Emperoz over⸗ 
tome with loꝛrow and tears, at the rememkzante of Belliſant, could not ut- 
ter a wozd. On the other ade, Pepin being fiercely angꝛed at what had 
hapned to his Siſter, gave do Reſpect unto the Emperoz s teazg, but pzoud⸗ 
ly began to gizd him on this manner: Empezoz (quoth he) leave off your 
lamentations, and ſhake off theſe weeds of lozxzow, that you ſeem to wear 
fo: my Siſter; ſo he that hath a Harlot unto his Wife, J account him 
mad to g2teve at her misbehaviour z and ſince my Siſter hath p2oved ſuch 
a one, let her go and take care of herfelf, ſhe is not wozthy of lo much as 
one tcar from ſich an ere of Majeſty. 2 
Map, nay, ſaid the Emperoz, ſpeak not evil againſt pour Siſter, fo? 7 
am now fully perſwaded, ſhe is compoſed ok all vertue and honeſty, and thar 
againſt all equity, J hade baniſhed her out ok my Country, Think you lo 
now? (quoth Ring Pepin) then are pou wozthy of a double ſhame, and pou 
do dewzap unto the wozld your: weakneſs, and what gzeat koolichnels re⸗ 
mains in you, wien as by the Kepozt of one man, and that a trayto! too, 
pou would with ſuchcigo2 proceed againſt an innocent Lady, and fo ſudden= 
ly (like a common Parlot) thzow- her out into baniſyment, chame, and dfl- . 
honour. being of the Blood:Ropal of France. The Emperoz hearirg the 
Bing to be ſo bitter againſt him, he was very lozrowkul, and ſaid unto him 
in this manner. Alas! my Lozd, do not thus follow me with w1ath and 
anger, but rather turn pour tongue upon ſome milder ſaying, fo! to that 
intent have A ſent fo: pou, that your own eyes may be witnelg or rhe truth. 
"Tis true, quoth Ring Pepin, but it is all too late what now you ſap, f92 
> vou 
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vou have delivered over my Siſter to the Wozld's infamy, and that moze 
. is, evento-baniſiment ; and (fo2 ought J know) to death it ſelf, fo2 J 
know not whether J ſhall ever behold her fac? again, oz not: Fie, fie, that 
you being lo gzeat a Perſon, ſhould be ſo affectionately bozn awap, to gin 
» [ut ſudden judgment againſt the Innocent; J do confeſs, one may com 
mit a koul and diſhonourable ac, but repentance is able to make amends, 
and not ſo tuddenly to overthzow their Dignity and Renown : Foz that 
onte loft,” whether it be right oz wꝛong, it is never again poſſible to be re: 
covered. Again, how little pou have eſteemed of the honour of my Kindly 
Tfiice, judge you, when fürſt without Deliberation, and nert without any 
knowledge given me, you have pzoceeded lo againſt my Siſter? J make 
it plain 8gainf{ you, that envy towards her and me, was the only cauſe of 
thele falſe and unjult wwongs done againſt us. Mhilſt theſe wozdg paſſed 
betwitt- them, they were now entred Conſtantinople, where with gear 
jop and gladneſs they were received of the Inhabitaatg. The Emperoz 
would have had King Pepin to have lodged with him in his Palace, but the 
King denyed, and cauſed his Train to lodge within the Citp, and he him: 
ſelf alſo. Then the Emperoz cauſed many Gifts and p2eſents to be offered 
him, but. he disdainkullp rejected them: Foz King Pepin thought of ng: 
thing but the diſhonour unto his Siſter, and that the rather, koz the whole 
City accounting her the taireſt, and moſt vertuous, and the chaſteſt Lady 
in all the Mozld, and that by injuſtice and treaſon, che was baniſhed. 
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Chap, VI. How the Merchant, and High- prieſt encountred at the place 
appointed, about the clearing the Lady Belliſant, and what a glorious 
Victory did betide the Merchant. How King Pepin, after the Combat, 
returr.ed into France; and after ſailed to Rome, to fight the Sara- 
zens that had ſurprized the City. 


| Dw was the dap appointed come (02 the Combate, between the Arch: 
pzꝛieſt and the Merchant: wherefoze every thing was made in rea- TE) 
dineſs. attozding to the Command of the Emperoz. At laſt there came 
both rhe Tombatants into the field, and pzeſented themſelves befoze the 
Emperoz, being both befoze the Emperoz, his Attendants, Knights, and 
. others, and the Arch⸗pꝛieſt armed in a moſt ſumptuous armour of pꝛook, 
all fmboſt with gold and pearl, which made ſuch a glittering ſhew, that 
it dazled the eyes of the Beholders. Being thus richly armed, the Arch⸗ 
ptieſt came fo2th into the field, and took his place appointed him, at the 
one end of theLilt: The Emperoz beholding the glorious ſhew that = | 
| a F 1 
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Arch-pzieft madt in his arms, called fozth the Merchant, cauſing him firſt 
to knee! down, and in the pzeſente of rhe Aſſembly, dubbed him Knight ; 
then commanded he, that a moſt rich armo? ſhould be put upon him, in the 
preſence of King Pepin, who, during the time he was arming, p2omiſed 
unto this Merchant, if he overcame the Arch⸗pzieſt, to advance him to 
g2ear livings, and high authozity. Theſe two Adverſaries being now in 
readineſs, and tach having their blazon about their necks, their Hoſes 
were bꝛought fozth, and they pꝛoudly mounted, ready to give Battle: The 
Empero2 gave ſtrict Charge unto all his Officers of arms, to have a ſpecial 
Eye upon the Arch-pyieſt, fo2 fear, leſt on rhe ſudden, he ſhould flie the 
fleld, 02 run away from them, as they would anſwer it with their lives. 

| The Perchant being mounted, and bis kwozd girt to him, firlf entred the 
liſts, akter whomentred ſuch abundance ok people, that they were numberleſs. 
Then after came the Arch⸗pzieſt, l(umptuoullp accompanied with Nobles 
and Knights, of gzeam hono! and dignity. The Tombatants thus both 
entred the liſts, ready to charge one another; King Pepin being there in 
perſon, called out aloud unto rhe Merchant, ſaying unto him, my friend, 
| rhe gods give thee Uictozy again this kalle Traitoz, J vow unts thee here, 
| before this Allembly (co I map bat find out the truth of my Sifter Belliſant) 
| notwithſtanding the g2eat advancement that the Emperoz hath pzomiſed, to 
{rake thee into France, and make thee Tompanion with the belt of my King- 
dom. The Merchant gave the King gzeat thanks, and laid, Tzead Bing, 
J doubt not but this night to make this trayterous Pueſt confeſs, thor he 

, fhath treacheroufp ſought the deſtruction of pour Siſter. Then came a Þe- 
 [rauld, adminiſtring to them both an oath ; and fo, clearing the liſts, left 
| the Champions to their Foztunes. Mow are both rhe Combatants ready 
Ito ſet fozth, and the Parſhals of the field bzought each of theta a Spear, 
which they no (ooner had received, but they put lpurs to their Hoſes, and 
ran with Luch violence together, that their ſpears were byoken to their hands ; 
hen they began to ſet fozward to another courſe, charging each other with 
heir words, in fuch violent manner, that with their Furp, they redoun⸗ 
ded from their armour to the gzound, cutting off whole quarters ok their 
To:lets, and lett them as a pꝛey to? thoſe that attended the fight. The 
Arch⸗pzieſt lecing Himlelf fo ſtiſkly matched, gave over the fight, till ro: 
vards the evening, (ko; ſich was the cuſtom of the Country, that in any 
hallenged combat, either Party might refuſe to follow the light lo eagerly, 
but that they might have a bzeathing time, lo the Combatant were pielded 
van quiſhed bekoze cun⸗let, oz cl(e abide the ſentance ok death) thinking there⸗ 
by to wear p ont the Merchant; which rhe A perceiving, he piepa⸗ 
mes | ded 
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red receive the Arch-pzieſt couragioully, when de Encountered him; which 
not being long after, the Merchant ſo redoubled bis troaks, that he mote 
of one of his Ears, and bis ſteel Labergion, and with the violence ot the 
Came blow, the Merchant's (wozd kell from his hand; which the Arch⸗pziet 
ſecing, put [pars to yis hozle, and charged him with luch violence, that he 
ran againlt the Merthant's horte, and thꝛult out one of his Eyes; the hozſe 
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feeling himſelf hurt, ran up and down as mad, leaping and curvetting (0 
furfoufly, that he unhoꝛgs'd his Rider, and lo hard was the koztune of tht 
Merchant, that in his fall, his foor hung in the Cirrop, whereby he was 
ought into gꝛeat danger, the hozſe hurrying him along the ficld, that al 
were very ſozrowful to behold this lamentable Spectacte, and with rhe a! 
mazement thereof, gzew deſperate in their hopes. Ring Pepin olfo was le 
diſcouraged at this difafterous chance, that the tears did evengzriekle down 

i5 thecks, uttering many ſilent ejactMKtions againſt the ü ednels of 

Foztune. ht a 
Now that which was moſt miraculous, was, all this time, that rhe Ry 
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chant was dꝛagged up and down the field, the Arch⸗pzleſt cound noi foes 
his hozſe to come up unto the Werchant, but fled dut ts and tro, whereiy ho 
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could nor make a ey upon the Merchant, as he intended todo. Cov 
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at the laf, the Merchant's Pozſe fell down, by which means che 4Peootg'y; 
got his leg fromtozth the tircop, and at laſt got upon his fect like a vation. 
and hardy Champion : the Pueſt perceiving the Meretant had retovered 
his legs, cam? running with ſtrong violende upon him, and thereby len 
him five oz ix blows upon his ſhoulders, that the poo2 Merchant was cen 
vaktoniſped. At laſt, he wag kozced to give back to recover breath, and in 
a {ittleſyace, unding himſelf cſomewhat relie ned, He ſubiily gave a kreth af: 
ſult upon the Arch⸗Fzleſt, againT whom he truck with dich violence, 1621 
che (wad fl ont of his hand, but he fick lo wounded hien, thar rhe blog 
ran thzough his armour upon the earth. This lo vexed the zielt, thar hz 
ew mad with rage, and turned his hozke upon the Merchant, minding to 
habe ober⸗ run him; but the Merchant obſerving his dzikt, prepared to ce: 
ceive him, and dzawing a long knife, punch'd it into the belly of the bozte, 
ſo that the yoke being thus wounded, began to fling and leap; inlomuch, 
as the Pꝛieſt was in danger to be unhogzſt, and (riving to lade himſelf, he 
{of his yield: the Merchant elpying him thus unarmed, ran haſtily, t 
caught up the ſhield, and thiew it away, lo that he could no moze recover 
it; thar done, he made again towards his Pozſe, and ſmote him into the 
bellp with his (wazd, which bought the Hozle and his Rider down to the 
g2ound, The Pzieſt being thus unhozit, was tery nimble to recover him: 
ſelf, but the Merchant watching all oppoztunity, lent him ſuch a blow, that 
as he began to riſe, he laid him flat again upon the gzound, and leaping on 
him, pull'd off his helmet, thinking to have ſmitten off his Yead + the 
arch pꝛieſt ſeeing himtelk in ſuch danger, (aid thus, Alas! my Friend, J 
pꝛay thee take pſtty on me, and giv? me leave to confeſs my ſelf, fo: J yield 
my ſelf vanquiſh'd: the Merchant hereat was very courteous, and gzanted 
him his dellre: The Pzieſt had no ſooner got on his feer, but claſping rhe 
Merchant in his arms, thiew him on the gꝛound, and leapt upon him in 
molt ſudden outrage, ſaving thus to the Merchmt, J have now an advan⸗ 
tage, and from mp hands thou halt not eſcape with life, if what F- ſhall 
command thee thou do not effect, Ah! replyed the Merchant, halt thou 
thus betraped me ?. Well, it is ſo that now J ſtand at thy mercy, and that 
thou malſt do with nie what pleaſeth the? ; rherefo;e lot me know what it is 
thou conmandeſt, and lo thou ſave my like, I ſhall gladly do it. Then thus 
go with me bekoze the Emperoz, and King bepin, and there openly, in the 
hearing ok al men, teſtifie, that thou tally hath + 2 me, and that _— 
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by I may be cleared of-thoſe falſe actulations, which, by thy means, have 
been bought upon me; all which, if youcffectually accompliſh, {ſwear and 
nzomile tyee to ſabe thy like; and beſides, be a means unto the Emperor and 
his Bzother, to buy thee peace, and fozgiveneſs of this thy foul Fac, com: 
mitted both againſt me and them alſo ; May mote, Þ (wear to thee, by the 
faith of a Gentleman; and by rhe 02der of Pzieſt⸗hood, to give thee a Mete 
of mine in marriage, who thall be to thee rich, fair, and of pleaſant beha⸗ 
viour , and to conclude, thou ſhalt ſay moze than ever any of thy Kind!ed 
ever told; thou ſhalt be made moze honourable and wealthy. Therefoze 
now adviſe thy ſelf, whether thou wilt be made happy in an honourable like, 
oz miſerable in an untimely death? The Merchant having heard the Arch- 
pꝛieſt's tale, was upon the ſudden exceeding ſozrowful, and not without 
cauſc, but not knowing what to reſolve upon, he at length thus anſwered : 
Sir Pꝛieſt, your arguments are g2ounded upon good reaſons, therekoze J 
am ready to accompliſh your deſires, lo that you will be as mindful of your 
paths and pzomiſes. In me, qouth the Arch⸗pꝛieſt, there ſhall. appear no 
fault. Why then (quoth the Merchant) let us let fo2wards to the Empe⸗ 
702, and there will I ſet you free from all thoſe accuſations which heretokoze 
F have exhibited againſt pou, It is well, ſaid the Arch⸗pzieſt, wherekoze , 
rile up then, and let us go together. The Merchant had no ſooner got on 
His keet, but he began akrech to open all the treaſon of the Arch⸗pieſt, eve 
to his teeth; and again he took courage, and now would requite him in the 
Came ſawce he had ſerved him bekoze, and ſuddenly he claſping the Arch; 
ueſt in his arms, he thꝛew him down, and having him at advantage, he 
Laid thus, Arch⸗pzieſt, ging you have taught me to play my part, and 
therefore think no moze upon conkelllong; to2 you ſhall confeſs ts me 0! 
none. The Arch⸗pꝛieſt ſeeing Himſelf beaten at his own weapons, began 
again to intreat, but the Merchant not regarding his wo2ds, pzelentl[y-put 
out his Eyes, and gave him lo many deadly blows, that he made him ſur: 
enough fo: rifing to do him any harm; then the Merchant called the mar 
thals of the field, and aid, Lo, here you may ſee that J have done my bell 
endeavour againſt the Arch⸗pꝛieſt, and ik he be vanquiſhed, ſay ſo, fo: J am 
ſure J have bzought him to ſuch a paſs, that J max kill him out-right if 
pleale ; therefoze my requeſt now unto you is. That pou would condutt 
Alexander, Emperoꝛ of Conſtantinople, and King Pepin of France hi: 
ther to this place, accompanied with their wozthy Lozds and Unights, tha 
they map be Ear-witneſſes of the confeſſion, which the Arch⸗pꝛieſt ſhal 
make unto them, and allo to hear in what unjult manner he waged combate 
against me, Th 
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The marchals did accozding to the requeſt of rhe Merchant; and then 
pꝛelently came the Emperoz, with King Pepin, and all the Nobles, ben 
to the place where the Arch⸗pꝛieſt lay fully vanqulſhed. Then the Empe⸗ 
ro demanded ok him the truth, which the arch-p2ielt confeſſed, declaring the 
whole plot of his villanies, and how by his means the Empꝛels had been 

zongkully banithed. ben the Standers by heard all the whole matter, 
a multitude of tears were ſhed; but eſpecially the @mperoz, koz his lamen - 
tations wire (6 violent, that all that were about him wept with gꝛeat bit⸗ 
terneſs. Now, ik the Emperoz were lo lozrowkul, what may you think 
of King Pepin, her Byother ? Alas! it was not without gꝛeat cauſe, when 
they (aw and knew, that by too much truſt given to a treacherous Prieſt, they 
had loſt rhe vertuous Lady Belliſanc. Between theſe two g2eat Pzinces 
there was meat joy, and gꝛeat ſozrow; joy to Ring Pepin, that his Siſter 
was [ound innocent and blamelels; lozrow to. the Emperoz, that he ſhauld 
be the only means (by falſe ſuggeſtions) of his Wifes banichment. At laſt, 
lamentations were lald apart: when they had heard all the conkeſſion of the 


 arch-prieft's treaſons, the Empero2 conſulted with his Council, that the 


Traptoꝛ ſhould be put into a cauldꝛon of hot burning oyl, quick, and ſo f- 
niſh his miſerable days, as he had traiterouſly lought the life of that in⸗ 


notent Lady. Execution was ſuddenly to be done; and it being done, 
the aſſembly of People, of all ſozts was diſmiſſed. Afterwards King Pe- 


pin with-d:ew himſelf towards his Lodging; but the Empero2 ſozrowful 
£02 what had hapned, came bekoze King Pepin, and humbling himſelf, be⸗ 
gan thus ro lap: Alas! dear Bzother, J am all ſozrowful koz my erroz, 
in that J have ſo raſhly tommitted ſuch a deteſtable crime againſt my Lady, 

your Siſter, and theſe gzeat Mobfes your Attendants: Let it ſuffice, that 
I behold my own folly ; What ſhall J cap? I can but crave pardon fo! my 
fault, and give my [elf into your hand; and do to me whatſoever pleaſeth 
yott, And koz a further ſatisfaction, J render up into your hands, mp + 
Empire, with all the Regality thereunto appertaining, fo: Jam altogether 
unwozthy to Kule an Empire, that am not Paſter of my own affections. -. 
Take it, J ſap, fo: J will be no longer ſerved ; but during the reft of mw 
life, become a Servant unto thee, o2 any; koz no better have J deſerved. 
King Pepin perceiving the Emperoz ſo palllonate, and ſo humble minded, 
kindly took him from the g20und ; and befoze all his Lon freely koꝛgave 


him all treſpaſſes. So that beloze they parted, there wag a general Peate: 


concluded ; and alpeedy courſe taken to lend into all parts of the Idlozld, to 
fees the diſtreſſed Lady Belliſant. Thus all rhings lettled in oder, Ting 
Pepin pꝛepared to take his leave of the Emperoz. King Pepin having oe . 
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ken his leave of Conſtantinople (ag you habe heard) after a long journey 
- arr6vev in France, and ſo to Orleance, to refreſh his long and tyred ſpirits, 
toſſed to and fro in melancholiy and heaby cogitations, foz the woful mil⸗ 
chante befallen unto his Bier Belliiant. Being thus (ately arrived, and 
ſeated at Orlcance, the King was ripht joyftil, and at rhe laſt be had ar. 
talncd the place he fo much delired, by reaſon that it was one of the goodlieſt 
foxrefts in the Kealm. Being teme bither, he cauſed g2cat banquets to be 
made ſoz his welcome; which was sccezdingly per kozmed. In the midſt 
of theſe keaſtings and revelings, tie *Squire that had Charge ef the Oz⸗ 
phan Valentine, took and pzelented him befoze the King, ſaying, Dead 
Sovereign, Lo, here J pzeſent bekeze pou, the pooz Dzphan, that your 
F ajeſty found in the Fozreſt of Orleance, and the ſame Child which you 
commanded me to lee ought up, not at wy own expence, Tycad Sobe« 
reign, but your own. My Liege, the reaſon why J niake tender ok him 
unto you at this time, is, becauſe he is gzowing to Man'g eſtate ; and ſg 
may it pleaſe your Majeſty, it is time to diſpoſe of him as you pleaſe, The 
King having heard the wozds of the Squire, called this Dzphan (named 
Valentine) unto him, and took him by the hand, and moved divers queſti⸗ 
ons unto him, all which he anlwered with much modeſty, and gzeat wil⸗ 
dom; and being raviſhed therewith, commanded that all his cupboard of 
Plate Gould be given unto him: mozeover Claid the Bing) Þ Yommandy 
that this Ozphan, Valentine, be dearly pzeſerved and kept, fo! that pou 
ſpall perceive J reſpect him above common love; J will alſo, that this In⸗ 
fant ſhall be nouriſhed, and kept with my Daughter Eglantine, ſhe is both 
faſr, wiſe, and well endowed with all the richeſt gifts of Nature. The 
King having given this cogmmand, it was atcozdingly accompliſh'd,. info: 
much, that thep were bofH under government of one. and the lame Nurſe, 
and had one and the lame Attendants; Yea, every way they ſoyed one in 
the company of the other, in ſuch wiſe, that it the one wag but a little ab⸗ 
ſent from the other, there was a kind of lamentation, till They came toge⸗ 
ther again: but eſpecially the King's Daughter; who ſo pondered on the 
pzudent carriages of the Þ2phan, that ſhe became in loge with him; inlo⸗ 
much, thit his ablente bzought her into a thouſand fears, and dꝛove her me⸗ 
lancholly and diſturbed thoughts, fat? a thouſand doubts and jealouſies. 
Now Valentine was ever pragtiling bimtelt in fears of arms, as hole, 
_ army, jults, and turnaments, fill expoing bimkelk to all dangers what: 
-* .Coever, The Ring witelp behslding the Inclination of this Youth, allot⸗ 
ted unto him what his heart deüred, and {rnffhed him with armoz, houſe, 
lands, revenues; and made him Lozd ok rich polleſllong. Being thus fur, 
niſhed⸗ 
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niſhed, there aroſe within the Court, many ſecret mutterings, whereby 
many. Veople tretted fo ſoze in envy towards him, that they uttered North - 
many repꝛoachtul wozds againſt him, ſaying, That when he was at the 
pelt biit a found, Rray, pooz, bale Child, without any known Parents oz 
Friends ; ol no gentle, noz noble ſfock, and ſuch like. Mhich, When Va- 
Jentine heard, he could take no other revenge, but ſit him down and weep: 
whoſe tears fair Eglantine perteibing, would, in a tender Woman:Iikt ak⸗ 
fection, accomyany him, even pgiring kozth her tears allo fo company, At 
length, when he (aw rears little prevailed, he began to fozſake them, and 
taking heart, boze himlelk like a man, amongſt the gzeateſt in the Court, 
carrying himlelt in ſuch humble and gentle frame, that he gained the love 
of all ſozts and degzeeg, as well Nobles, as Inkeriours. Valentine thus 
mowing up in love of the Tourt, and all this while his B2other Orſon - 
runs in the Kozreſt, all rough, and covered with hair, like a bear, leading 
the like ot a beaſt; where we leabe him koz a while, and return unto the alk⸗ 
fairs of King Pepin : It lo chanced, that there came into Orleance, di⸗ 
vers Ambafladors from the Pape, demanding Aid againſt rhe Sarazens, 
Enemies ok the Holp Faith, who had lately taken the City of Rome by vio» 
lente: Vinx V-pin underſtanding hereof, by divers letters received, ad-: 
dzeſled hinelt, and hig powers. to make his refiſtence againſt this common 
Enemp; and amongl? the rei of his wozthy Followers, he ozdained this 
young Valentine act if Commander. Fair Eglantine hearing that Va- 
lentine ſhould make one, becanie wondzous heaby and ſo2rowful ; fo2 that 
ſhe loved Hin mote than any vther Treature, and ſecretly ſent a meſſenger 
unte him, to come and [pecan with her. And when he came, ſhe üghing, 
laid unto im, Alas! Valentine, my Love, now am J quite berefr of alt 
my joy, {2 J perceive pou will betake yourſelf to a dangerous war: Gen⸗ 
tlc Tode, trare me not ſo deſolate; would to the nods, that J had neither 
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Father, no2 Friend in the Woyld, to contradict my will, then ſyauldſt thou 


ſoon perceſve how my Allection ſtands to thy Perlon: Foz if wiſhes might

Valentine went up into tle gzeat Ball, where the King lat, accompanied 
with bis Nobles, kindly welcoming Him home: Amongſlt the reit Good 
Haufray and Henry, who alſo made g2eat ſhew of love, but in heart wiſh» 
ed ths ddild man had been his drath. Bing Pepin, and the reſt of the TLoꝛds 
gazed on the Wild:man, inſomuch, as the Ring ſaid, He is made of a pꝛo⸗ 
per mould, fair of ſtature; and though now he leem rough, yer ik he were 
Icloathed, he would become the ſhape ok a right wozthy Knight, Then Va- 
lentine ſaid, My Liege, it were requiſite he were baptized. It pleaſery 
me well (laid the King) let it be done: So the Pzieſt was appointed ro 
Baptize him; theſe were his God⸗ Fathers, Ring Pepin, the Duke of Mil- 
lain, and Valentine; and the Dutcheſs of Bourbon his God⸗ Mother: So 
they call'd his name Orion : The Baptiſm being ſolemnized, the King 
fat him down to dinner, and Valentine waſted on his cup. Then Orion 
was commanded in the Hall to ſg his behaviour; d being come, the King 
beheld him earneſtly. Or fon ſecing the meat, took as much as he could gzalp 
in his hand, and devoured it; having caten that, he elpped ons ok the At⸗ 
tendants carrping a Peacock to the table, who coming near unto him, he 
Iftnatched ir, and ſat him down and devoured it. Valentine ys, bis be- 
haviour, made ſigns unto him, that. he did nor well, whereat Orſon {em- 
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ed achùhmed; but the King vad him let him alone, fog he much delighted in 

bis rudeneſs. Orſon hating devoured much meet, got a pot of wine, and 

ank it off, thꝛowing the pot to the Gzound. Might being come, valen- 
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tine and Orſon was appointed to a fair Chamber and Bed; but as ſoon ag 
Orſongentied, he laid him down on the Gzound, and ſo fell alleep. 
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Chap. X. How Hanfray and Henry took Counſel together, to Murther 
Valentine, in che Chamber of Eglantine. And how Duke Savery ſent 


unto King Pepin, for aid againſt the Seen knight, who would have his 
Daughter in Marriage againſt his Will. 


R Ight glad and joyful was the fair Lady Eglantine, that valentine hah 
tonquered the wild man, inſomuch that ſbe (ent him woꝛd to hing 
the wild · man into her pꝛeſente. Then valentine took Orſon by the hand, 
and led him to Eglantine, where were allembled divers Ladies of honou 
te behold him; Orſon being in the Chamber, in a laughing humour leapt 
upon the Bed. there making divers ſigns unto the Ladies, which pleaſed 
them, but his meaning thep could nor underſtand; at which they were 
right ſozry. At laſt Valentine opened to them his meaning; which was 
that he would pladiy kiſs and play with ſome of them, whereat they look 
at one another, and began to laugh. While this Aſembly of the Lavieg 
thanted in the Chamber of Eglantine, Haufray came to Henry, and fat 
thus unto him: Bother, you [ee how the honour and credit of this Found 
ling encreaſeth, which much etlipleth ours, and we mult ſeek ſome remedyM 
foz it. It is true (cald Yenry) wherefo!e let us lay ſome Plot to tut him 
off, Then ſaid Haukray, Hhearken to what J (all ſay, Valentine ig now 
with dur Siler, and we map have fit occaſion to kill him in her Chamber: 
When we have done, we will infezm the King, that we found him in her 
Bed. Ottozding to their determination they put it into action, and ruſhed 
into the Chamber of Eglantine : Ag ſoon ag Haufray was entzed, he rough: 
ly thus began with Valentine: Dillopal Man, now ſhalt thou know rht 
rite of thy inconſtantp, purchaſing daily gzeat diſhoncur unto the King 
dur Father, by abuling our Siſter, and leading ter Aﬀections to wozk pour 
plealure on her; infomuch, as by thee ſhe fs made unkoꝛtunate: Bur ft) 
the King hath been told thereof, and he regarded not our compfaint, „it ig 
therekoze high time to take vengeance of thee in our own perlons. An 
Paufray litt up his fift, and calling him Traytoz, mote valemine on tht 
Face, lo that the Blood ran out of his mouth. Fenrp, on the other ſid 
came to him, and with aGlaſve, thought to fave ſmitten valentine to tht 
Earth; but Orſon perteiping they were in earneſt, leapt out, and gab 
Þaufray [uch a ſtroak with His rough hand, that he felled him; and akte 
ran ta Henry, and Girded him lo between his arms, that, ik the * 
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had not been in pꝛetente to have appeaſed his wzath, he had deftroped them 
both. This cauſed an out⸗cry in the Chamber, wherear came all the Ba⸗ 
rons of the Court, to know the cauſe of this ſudden clamour; but when 
they underſtood that Orſon had dealt ſo violently with the King's Sons, 
they would have killed them with their wozds: valentine perceiving their 
fury to arice, dꝛew his (word, and woze, That ik any of them offered vio⸗ 
lence to Orſon, he would run them thozow ; this ſaid, he made a ſign to 
him to be fill, and ſo reſted himſelf koz that time, Haufray and Henry 
went to their Father, making-unto him gzeat complaint againl(t valentine, 
and rhe Mild⸗man, laping, Father, in an ill hour was this valentine bozn, 


fo: he hath bought hither rhe wild⸗ man, only to wozk our oberthzow ; and 
if you put bim not to death, he will ſhoztly do the like againſt. your Royal 
Werſon. The Bing learing this complaint, was exceeding ſozry, and gave 
them this anſw:r : That as fo2 Or ſon, he would have him put into a trong 
Tower, where he ſhould be (afely kept, and not come abzoad without leave 
Given him; and as koz valentine, the King ſent fo him, to demand the 
cauſe of this dilozder. Valentine being come befoze the Bing, began ro ſay 
on this mannez: D:ead Soveraign, J was in the Chamber of your Daugh- 
ter Elgantine, accompanied with divers other Ladies, that deſired to lee 


Orſon: J know not how. no! why your two Sons violently entred, char⸗ 


ging me, that J had abuſed the body of pour fair Daughter. Pozeover, in 
the heat ok their violence uſed agalnſt me, Haufrap \more me on the kace, 
that the blood \ued out of my mouth; & Henry lifting up a Glave, thought 
to have taken away my like. All which, when Orſon law, he cuddenly 
made towards them, and {mote them both to the Earth, and therewithal 
began this uproar. The King hearing this Tale, laid, And is this true 

that pou have latd? Uyon my life (Cato Valentine) all that J have ſpoken 
is true. Then ſaid the King, Orſon hath done nothing bur right, and 
that which in duty he ought to do. And as fo2 you, Haufray and Henry, 
I ſee very well, that pou are evenCſwellen full of malite againſt Valentine; 
wherekoze J charge pou from hencefo!rh, that you attempt no ill again} 


him ; fo? here'J vow, that J would not loſe him ko; che bet Baron in my 
Land, fo: J have made many tryals of his love and kaithkulneſs toward 


me. And with this ancwer Haufray and Henry departed, althd' ſozrow⸗ 
ful in heart, that they could not wozk their wills upon him. 
They being Gone, Valentine ſtaped ſtill in the king's Hall, with the o⸗ 


ther Robles that were there aCemied, and Orſon went here and there 


round about the Palace ; at laſt he came unto the kitchln, where the Cooks 
were making ready ſupper, and being there, he eſpyed two Capons ren 
97 
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koz the fire, made towards the Tapons, [et upon them, and eat them up 
raw like a hungzy dog: The Cook ſceing him eat up his Capons, took g 
peſtle that lay by him, and lent him ſuch a blow, that he made him bow 
tberewith; Orſon feeling the blow, Cooped down, and rosk the Took x 
between the legs, and thꝛew him down upon the G:ound, and when do 
He lo belaboured the pooz Cook, that he had like to beat him to death. Tp» 
dings was bꝛought unto the king, that Orſon had lain the Took, and non 
Mirlt come near him. The king hearing thereof, willed him to be bought 
befoze him, and made ſigns unto him that he ſhould be hanged, But Or- 
ſon fetched the Peſtle, and made figns how the Cook had beaten him there: 
with; wherefo:e the king commanded, that none ſhould offer him any inju⸗ 
ty. So akter that, Valentine taught him manners, how he ſhould behave 
himſelf: and ſo they both lived quietly in the Court. 

It chanced that not long after the coming of Valentine and Orſon into 
the Court, that Duke Savary ſent certain Mellengers unto king pepin, 
which laid unto him, Gzeat king, our good Duke hath ſent us unto yo 
to requeſt your Aid againſt a falſe. and accurſed Pagan (called rhe Gzeen 
knight) who zath beſieged his Tonfines,; and intended to have his Davgh: 

ter by fozce of Arms, notwithſtanding all the refiſtance that he and his the 
Sons can make. The king having heard this meflage, made this anſwer ; 
ie agzee'to g be him all the Aid we can. He had no ſooner given anſwe 
unte the Pellengers, but there was come unto the Court another Mellen⸗ 
ger kom Lyons. v ho akter his duty done unto the king, (aid thug, Re⸗ 
no nd king, aſſemble pour, Wen of War in rradineſs, and conduct them 
towerdg lors, kez the Almains are coming againſt you in Gzꝛeat Num- 
bers; thtir whele Korte conſiſting of above an hundzed thouſand fighting 
Yen. The king heating of this ſudden news, was much troubled in mind, 
and pꝛelently called bekoze him the Arch-biſhop of Rhemes, the Wußte of Myl- 
10% Vaugler, Car vas and Sampſ;.n, theſe with others ok his Nobles be 
"ing Allembled he declared what the Pellenger had ſaid, and withal, cra 
ved their councel what vas beſt to be done, whether to go.to:Aquitain, t 
ſut“o; Puke Savary oz to Lyons; 10 Reſiſt the Almains? Mhexeunto Myl 
jon Dauęꝑler made this anſwer, The Duke, J confeſs, delecveth to be ſuc 
£oured, but vet in two cxtreams, let us thule rhe leſs ; Therekoze 4 judge 
it moſt meet, firſt to defend our own Land, that is now in pꝛeſent danger 
and koz the Tuke, he muſt be content to take our pꝛelent Atfairs koz anſwer 
So generally it was concluded to go foz Lyons. With theſe wozds, rhe 
Mellenger that came from Duke Savary, departed, and carried thele ty: 
Iings with him to Aquitain, which made him very ſozrowłul to hear it, 2 
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caule the Green Knight had very ſtrongly allailed him. Now here, gen⸗ 
tle Ktader, J let you underſtand, koz the better ozdering pour proceedings, 
this Green Knight here ſpoken ok, was Bzother to Ferragus, the Giant 
mat kept the Lady Belliſant in his Caſtle who was the diſtreſted Mother ol 
theſe two Infants, bom in the Wood, called Valentine and Orſon, as it 
is befc:e declared. Duke Savary perceſving no hope of aid from King 
Pepin, made open Pꝛoclamation thzoughout all his Domintons, Tyar all, 
of what condition ſorver, ſhould be rcady arm'd againſt the mozrow after, 
fo2 he would then go out upon the Green Knight, and fight with him in the 
field; all which was acco:dingly perfoꝛmed. The day appointed being come, 
both Armies met, as well jjo2te as toot; the Pagans pzelented themſelves 
in multiruves, and the Green Knight brhaved bimlelk (o vaiiantly; that at 
rhe firlt encounter, with his Dattel-Ax, at two blows, he ew two valiant 
knights : Duke Savary perceiving him to be lo valiant a General, came up 
to encounter him, and meeting, they aſſailed tach other ; but rhe Duke was 
ill adviſed to venture his body againſt the Green Knight, becauſe it was ever 
peremptozilp xepozred of him, that he ſhould never be overcome of any, 
except he were King's Son; and ſuch aone as had ngver ſucked the bzeaſts 
of any Woman? But the Green Knight was herein deccived, fo he rhogght . 
it impoſſible any ſuch Mon ſhould be upon the Face of rhe Earth, but it fell 
out contrary to his expecttation, as you ſhall underand, 

Let us now return to the two valiant Leaders, who fought long and 
fiercely ; butthe Dube ventured fo far into the Enemies hands, that when 
he had tyought ts have reiſred, he could not; for he was round begirt with 
ſuch multitudes of Pagans, that he was taken pilconer, and bzoughr back 
unto the Green knicht, whore Renſom could not be g1anted fo) any geld oz 
treaſure. Mis men at arms perccibing the Dube mrp2}{3cd. retiincy to 
Aquitain, ſeze lamenting the lots of their good Duke. And bis three Sons, 
Garin the elder, Anlelmne, and Garin the pounger, made gzeat moan to (re 
the hard Lap ot ti;cic 4 ather. 

The Sons havirg chewed their Sozrows, in comes Fezon his Taughter, 
with this lamenting out-cry: Slag, in an ill Four was J bozn, ſeeing that 
ſo many valiant Enigßts and Gentlemen have fuffcred death in m quarrel; 
and yet there is one ching moze tronblerh my diſtempered (out than all the 
reſt ; which is this, Thar my Father wauld be heid Taptive in the hands of 
his Enemics, the only way rs bing bis aged years with lozrow to the g2ave. 
Alas! (dear Father) your love to me is the only cauſe ot all ichefe dicaſtero:us 
chances. Thus feil Fezon into a bangerous fit of diſcontent, inſemuch. as 
with this extremity ot lozrow, the pad well nigh ts ber days, had not 
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the reſt of the Ladies attending, laboured to comfozt her in this g2eat (6 
row, wherewith ſhe was almoſt overcom?; Whilt the Lady was thus op 
pꝛelled with ſo2row, the Green knight triumphed over the wozthy Duke, tau 
ling him to be ought bekoze him into his Pavillion; and having him there c 
began to revile him in this dildainkul manner: Duke, now thou perceive 
that thou art my Uaſſal, and that J have power over thy Like; this that 

grab thou tanſt not deny; therefozelet me tell thee what thou ſhalt expect fron 
my ſacred ſp? ; either gibe me thy Waug hter Fezon to Wife, and to redgm 
thy life ez elſe $ will Fave her againſt rhy WIN, leading her amongſt rough 
Mountains, and there Royally Crowon her Mucen of thole craggy Wanllong, 

The Puke hearing theſe proud menaces, bigan this to repty: Poul 
and irſolent Sarazen, know this, that J will never give conſent that 
thou have my nflinyrer, except thou alſo ſubſcribe to be Baptized, The 
Grcen knight bearing him lay fo, replyed, Urge me not further, koz Þ am 
wholly bound to Mahomet, wherefo!c once again 4 cell thee, except thou 
yield to my demand, JV ill firt make thee finiſh thy days miſerably, and 
afterwards conſtime all aquirajn to aſhes; and aſter that, put to the Lwozd 
all that come in my way, Men, Women, and Thildzen. The Duke hears 
ing thi» Pagan thus reſolute, began again on this manner: Pagan, the 
Gods pꝛotec me from thy tcruelty; fo2 J had rather rely on thelr power than 
thine. The Green knight Fcaring him ſay lo, began atrefh with him on 
this manner: Gzave Duke, lcave of theſe thy lad laments, and hearken 
unto my relation, and reſolution allo, and this it is: Jam not aſhamed 
to let you underſtand, that thy Waughter's beauty hath enthzalled me, and 
therefo!e J will recall my thꝛeatned ſentence ot death againſt thee ; out of 
which caprivate affections towards thy Daughter, Jam fo:ceb to yield to 
condition : That thou ſhalt find out a Knight within the [pace of fir months, 
to encounter me; and if it ſo happen, that by ſtrength of Arms, he can 
Conquer me, J vow by Manomer, to lend thee back into thy sen Toun⸗ 
try, without walting of the lame: But if it har pen that J pꝛove Tonque⸗ 
792 orer that Knight, then ſhalt thou willingly reügn thy kair Daughter in- 
to mp hand, to be my lav ful Wife, Theſe Articles being produced, the 
Dube willingly aazed thereunto, ſo the Trute was acto n dingly pꝛoclaimed. 
Theſe Agzeements thus contluded, the Green Knight gabe leave that 
Duke Savary ſhould depart, upon conditions, that he would [wear to keep 
covenants, not only foz the preſent, but dur ing bis life. The Dube be⸗ 
ing thus delivered, made his repair to Aquitain, wiether bein g come, he 
cauſed open Pꝛotlamation to be made cf thsle conditions, Oherennts be had 


beſoze ludſcribed concerning his (aid Daughter ; and withal, rhe truce bu 
en 
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ken fo2 the ſpace of ix months. Hig Counſellozs hearing what was paſt, 
adviſed him to diſpatch Meſſengers into all Lands, with theſe advertice- 
ments following ; Ik there were any Knight whatſsever, that durſt En⸗ 
counter the Green Knight fo2 the love of rye Beautiaus Lady Fezon, he 

2415 lay down his Gage, and ſo be anſwered. Theſe Letters were ſens 
into twelve Thuſtian Lands : What followed, pou maß better lzarn by the 
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Chap. XI. How divers Knights arrived at Aquftazit, zt a folemn Juſt 
there holden to bear away the Love of the beautiou? Lady Fezon, 
How Qaufray and Henry, accompanied with a Troop of ther Confe- 
derates, lay in Ambuſh to take away the Lite of Ualentine. 


Uring this time of the truce, betwen Duke Savary, and the Green 
Knight, King Pepin, bad taken his Journy againſt his En mies at 
Lycns, accompanied with a mighty Hof ; being come beloze the City with 
bis Foꝛces, he ſer upon King Lampatris, who hav alſo bꝛought into the 
field a hundzed thouſand Men: Lampatris was Ring of sires, Holland, 
and Frizeland, with the Country of Monemarch, in the which ſtod a very 
ſtzong City. whereunts they withdzew themieibes. King Pepin getting 


knowledge hereof, (trongiy bclleged fr, inſomach that at laſt they were cone 
trained to Yield, oz ſuffer Baniſhment; but reſolving upon the lakety of 
their lives, they yeilded the Cizy, which rhe King beſtowed upon Guy, Mar⸗ 
ſhal of France. 

The wars being ended, Pepin returned into France, with all his warlfke 
Soldiers; being arrived at Paris, it was told hiun, Duke Savary had taks 
en truce with the Green Knight, and the manner how ; Whereat the King 
laughing, ſaid, in the preſerice of his Barons, Who is be amongſt you 
that would win kalr Fezon for his Love, he muſt take upon him a Tombare 
againſt the Green Knight, whom if he Conquer and Tvercome, che Duke 
will not only Give him his Daughter, but one balk of hig Þ3Cefflans; and, 
thai this is true, behold Letters witten with his own Hand. Every one 
of theſe wozthy Knights viewed theſe Letters; yet none of thein durſt un⸗ 
dertake the Enterpzize, ſave only Valentine, who perceiving them du refuſe 
lt, ſaid thus unto the King, dear Soveraſgn, ik it picaſe von to give me 
leave, J will adventure mp frength upon that Green Knight, and will 
Eladly undertake the task: Again, J have a gꝛeat deſire to lean? France, 
(0) J long to take in hand ſome tedious Journey, to And ont the Mother 
that boꝛe me, ond from whence Jam deſcended. Valentine, ſaid the Ring, 
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rake thou no care, whence thou art, koz it reſfeth in my power to make the 
Gꝛeater than any Man within my Court: And koz that J find the willing 
to go to Aquitain, J frely give the leave; but on condition, That after 
thou haſt tryed thy Wanhod with the Green Knight, thou return, if thou 
eſcape with like. Valentine pielded to rhe King in his demand, and ſo, 
taking leave, he ſhoztly after p2cpared to his Journey. When Eglantine 
heard that he would go to Aquitain, ſhe was very ſozrowful, and at laſt, in 
the midſt of Tears, ſent ko: Valentine to tome to her; Valentine pꝛomiſed 
the Mellenger to be wih her anon, which atcozdingly he perkozmed; and be: 
ing came, the burſt cut in Tears, ſaying, Ah, Valentine! now J do well 
perceive that all my Joys are at an end, and that you are reſolved to leave 
this Country of France: Ah ! would it might be my God hap to go with you, 
£02 there is not a Man living, whom J hold ſo dear as you, and (were not 
Iturbed by my birth) J would make rhe my Pugband, And that thou 
maiſt the better perceive my true intent; take thou here the keys of my trea⸗ 
ſure, and take what pleaſeth the, koz there is great ſtoze; and the Gods 
give the ſuccour, in all thy Knſghtrly enterpzizes. Lady, quoth he, Silver 
and Gold J need none; but that which moft of all diſtempereth my bꝛeaſt. is; 
That J cannot learn of my Deſcent : Mozeover, one thing moze troubleth 
me as much as the other, which is, That J bare upon one of my ſhoulders 
a Crocs, & is of the colour ot Gold, ok Which gn { know not what to gather; 
but reſolve thus, never to reſt in any place, until ſuch time as J have found 
out the truth of my Nativity. And lo, lovely Lady, J take my leave; 
earneſtly requeſting you to ſtop the Current-of theſe Tears: And withal, J 
bow, That if J find my birth anſwerab'e to rhe Pajeſty from whence you 
are deſcended, to take you as my only Choice to Wife, kozſaking all other. 
On the other ſide, having found out my birth, and perceiving it not anlwer: 
able to yours, J would not be your Husband fo! all the wealth in the 
Wozlv : Foz malicious tongues in time to come will ſap, Where's the 
Bzethzen, Difters, oz Couſins of this Runagade, that hath pꝛelumed to 
match himſelf unto the Daughterof our 12ighty King Fepin? Having (poken 
theſe wozds, he depacted, leaving Kglantine full of Gzief. But when tht 
had ſome little time ſar ſtill, ſhe could not be ſatisfied, but offered to follow 
him whitherſocver. he went; and in concluſion, bzought him ſome part of 
his wap, being accompanied with divers of the Nobifliry. Valentine being 
departed, Haufray and Henry were right Glad, pꝛivilp conſpiring how tt 
bing it to paſs, that he and Orſon, who went along with him, might by 
Treachery come unto an untimeip Death. 
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valentine and Orſon having taking their leave of Ring pipin, addzelled 
themſelves fo: quitain. Being on their wap, Haufray and Henry ton⸗ 
ſulred together, joyning to their Aid a Third, who was Couſin to them, 
how they might lye in Ambuch to let upon Valentine and Orfon, to work: 
their Deſtruction : which niumber was about thirty able Men, This plox 
being thus come to perfection, charge was Given to thele warlike Men, 
that if they could not overcome Valentine and his Byother Orſon to Death, 
yet they ſh5uld fay hold on Valentine and keep him ſafe. The place oppoint⸗ 
ed where this ſheuld be done, was a very Large and Gzeat Forreſt, thꝛo' 
which they mit needs pats. Mot long akter the Ambuſh was pitched, it 
chanced that V-leniine come riding along, with Orſon running by his ſide 
ſwlfrer than any Hozfe, who coming near the place where thele Men lap, 
kozth ſteps their Captain, called Gryger, accompanted with all his Trop, 
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with their weapons dawn, thinking to have lurpꝛized Valentine on the lud⸗ 
den, and to have put him to Death: Now this fierce Traytoz lent him ſuch 
à moztal Blow, that the Sword pierced quite thzo? his Armour, and en- 
red into the ich, inſomuch as the blod followed the Blow, and wiryal ut- 
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their fight : 

overcome. cryed out with a loud voice on this manner: Valentine, pet J 
with the Pield, oz elfe lk ko; nothing but Death. Valentine hearing theſe 
inſulting wo2ds, made towards Grygar, and in a furious manner allailed 
him, but being tes kozward, he plunged bimkelk into rhe Thong, that he 
was encloſed roundabout, keping off Orſon with their long ſpears. Being 
thus begirt with Enemies, be till behaving himlelt (o valiantly that none 
burſt lay hands upon Lim, till at laſt they gathered in ſo cloſe upon him, that 
be was evercome with Multitudes, and being nor able any longer to wield 
bis Swozd, they toß him, bound Lim, and cariy'd him away. Orſon per: 


tetving bis Bꝛother thus poſted away, ran after, making a hideous Noiſe; 


but he could not overtake them, koz they rid ſwifter than be 8ould run, and 
having at laſt lof ſight of them, knew not which way he were beſt to take. 
Grygar commanded them to kokow after ©rfon. and co bying him back, ei⸗ 
cher alive oꝛ dead; but in vain they followed, for he out-run them, and ſo 
eſcaped. Thoſe that had the Charge of Valentine, bzought him to a Calle 


ſtonding in the midſt of a Fozreſt, kept by a Noreable Thief, who wag Cou⸗ 
ſin german to Grygar; Valentine hzing entred the Caftle:gate, they en⸗ 


treated him evilly, and conveyed {fm to a dep Dungeon, which gzieved 


him

to the heart, fiiſomuch that he kurſt out in thele ſpeeches: Alas, now is 
that come upon me which J ever teared, koz J am fallen into rhe hands 
of my deadlieſt Enemies; and thole that have ever fought my like. Fare: 
wel King yYepin, foz J fear J ſhall never ſee thee moze; and that which 
molt vereth me, is, that they ſhall never underſtand the truth of my death, 
fo2 the ſtench of this loatifome dungeon doth even op my breath. Fare⸗ 
wel Orſon, to: thou haft already tuffered Death koz my lake; and moze 
could no man do, eben as much as ik thou hadſt been mo natural Bzother. 
Farewel my dear Mother alſo, whom J have ever laboured to fitid out, that 
I might ſe env know her, bit my hopes are all fruſtrated, fox J now muſk 
dye without the knowledge of what Earentage J am delcended. Thus he 
lamented, wh ilſt his Enemies determine what ſhall be done to him: Some 
were of Opinion to put him to Death; others, that he ſhould be cömuntted 
to a perpetual Impziſonment, But Grygar, b:\ng Lov over the reft, 
would not yield he ſh+uld he pur to death; bur rather to keep him in P2iſon 
till Haufray and Henry have received knowledge of their pꝛocedings. 
Having thus [ct down thetr reſolutſon, they determine to take their Jour⸗ 
ney towards Paris, where the King then lap, to met with Hautray and 
Henry, who entertained them Royally,- being right glad that Valentine 
was fallen into their hands. Pow underſtand, that Orſon all that night 
was kain to reft within the Mood, lying down at the root of a Tree; rhe 
mozning being come, he took his way towards Paris, never reſting till he 
came into the pzetence of King Pepin: Being come thither, by igns and

The next day the two Bzethren had apvolnted that Grygar ſhould return 
in all haſte, to tte Tackle, to put Valencine to Peath, therebp thinking all 
their Trealong might pats Undiſcovered, But ſe how it came about 
that all their Tounſels were {fre overthzown; fo2 Orſon came unto the 
King's Palace that nioming. and gzowing towards dinner-rime, rhe Ta- 


og Wiles being all prepared, rhe King, actompanied wich lundzy Nobles; Ba- 
le ons, and Knights, came in, and every Man rok his place. The Ring 


ing (et, and caſting his Eves about, iuddei:ly '(pied Orton, whom when 
he beheld, he thought by him that Valentine was not kar off, but it fell our 
ontrary, Orſon ran thwugh rhe Ball, making a lamentable notſe, and 

knocks. 
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knocking his beaſt in a moſt hideous and kearkul manni?, which dzove the 
' King into ten thouſand fears, and all the reſt who beheld this lamentable 
ſpectale. Orſon ran along by the Table, loking very fiercely upon cverp 
Man, and making, many fearful ſigns: Amongſt the reſt, at rhe laſt he 
lighted upon the Traptoz Grygar, who cſpying Orion hung his head in 
bis boſom ; Orſon, habing once got the fight ok him, run furiouſtp upon 
bim, and gave himCſuch a ſturdy ſtroak, that he lmdte off his ears; akter 
he began to lay upon his face, inſomuch that he put out one ok his eyes, and 
bꝛoke one ol his terh. Grygar being thus wounded, began to cry out koz 
help; but Orſon hearing him maße duch an upzoar, ran again upon him, 


and gave him ſuch another ſtroal, that he kelled him unto the Earth, over⸗ 


th:owing tablgs, meat, and all that ſtood befoze him, which dzode all 

Beholders into admiration: And had he not ben reſcued by a valtafir 
ÞP)ince Wat then let at board, he had never gone trom that place alive: 
Tle.Pzince having reſcued him, began to lay unto rhe Bing on this man: 
ner: Mighty Ring, conlider into what danger this Man is fallen by the 
fitry of this Wild. man: and either let him dye koz this pzeſumpruous fag, 
oe no man will be able to come into your Court. Tye King hearing him 
fay ſo; replyed, Me will conſider the cauſe, and as we find it lo we will 
pꝛoteed againſt him: Bzing him hither beto!e us, that we may queſtion 
the cauſe of the fac. Orſon was upon theſe woꝛzds bꝛoug ht bekoze the King, 
and he demanded, How he durſt pzeſume ſo far jnts rhe pzelſence of his Ba: 
jeſt»? Orſon anſwered by ſigns how he had lain Valentine in the Fozreſt, 
and that he would be Revenged fo2 his Dcath, on that inhumane Trapto! 
Srygar; and withal cloſed his fiſt, and put it ro his mouth in gzeat rage, 
in token of defiance, King Pepin perceiving by his actions, the canſe of 
the matter, called kozth unto all the Lozds and Larons on this manner: 
Mp Loꝛds, vou ſee, as well as J, that this UWild:nian harh challenged 
Grygar to fight him; therekoze tell me your Dpinions, what is beſt to be 
dane in this caſe, fo2 J cannot chuſe but marvel why this TWild:man 
ſhould find out Grygar above all the reſt of the Knights here allembled; 
therefo:elet every man freely (peak, koz J much doubt ſome hidden ſecret 
to lie therein; and fo2 my part, J could willingly give conſent that it 
ſhould be tryed foꝛth by Combat between them. , When the King had thus 
utteced what he thought, the Barons agzeed to tle verdic that the Ring 


had paſſed. So the Bartel was determined, and Grygar- was bzought toll 


the King, to the intent he ſhould undergo the Challenge againſt the Wild 
man; Grygar hearing what the King had determined, was very kearkul 
and ſad, and not without cauſe, fo2 he koze⸗Law that his Treaſon woull

let me make one requeſt unto pour Majeſty, that you would diſmiſs me 
from this dangerous task; the reaſon chiefly moving me, is. that inlo- 
muth that ir is not man againſt man; whereby a Bnight may win honour, 
but a wild Savage to encounter with a Pan, and no Knight: I think I 
maj! (ately, ſo your Szete be pleaſed, refuſe the Combat. Nav, quorh 
the King, no ercule in this caſe can be admitted, foz rhe toinbat is gzanted, 
not only by my advice, but alſo by the Counſel of my Barons; and the 
reaſon moving us to gzant it, was, that Treaſon long lying hid, mi ht 
come to light. Grygar hearing it thus concluded on, gꝛew moze into dil⸗ 
pair; bur Haufray being there, comfozted him again on this manner: 
Doubt not, fo2 pou have equity on pony part; and beſides, J will lee pou 
well armed in all points, fitting pour Rnightly Rate. When Orſon ga⸗ 
thered by ugns, that he ſhould fight with this Traytoꝛ, he was right glad ; 
and withal, made ſhews unto the King that Valentine was dead; where- 
at the King g2ew wondrous lad. And kain would Orſon have been upon 
the back of Grygar, but that the King commanded him to be taken away ; 
making figns unto him that he ſhould rike no moe, till the time they could 
met fo: the tryal of the truth. Again, ehe Bing called unto Grygar, ro 
make haſte to Arm himſelf; Grygar loath to venture his life upon ſp un- 
certain g2ound, began once again to ſpeak unto the King, ſaying, Poſt 
dead Soveraign, J have ben long Serbitoꝛ about your Perſon, both in 
War and Peace; but pou reward me not accowdingly, inſomuch, ag you 
compel me to fight againſt a Man that hath neither ſenſe, reaſon, noz in 
truth, humane ſhape. Grygar, ſaid the King, if the truth be on your fide, 
you ned not fear, fo2 you ſhall enter into the Field well Armed. Again, 
pou ſhall be well Mounted, he on Foot; no? ſhall he bear any Weapon, The 
I right, you ſap, is on your (ide; wherefoze maintain that right, and chew 
your valour ; for rhe lentente of Combat may not be recalled. X 
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Chap. XII. Bow Oꝛlon and Gꝛygar fought together; and how D2ſgn 
returning Victor, cauſed G1pgar to confeſs the Treaſon, who was af- 


ter Hanged, ard Valentine delivered from the Dungeon. How Gyp, 
gar being vanquiſhed by ©yſon, confeſſed his I reafon to King Pepin, 
and how Haufray and Benrp, had been the only Plotters thereot againſt 


the worthy Valentine. 


s He place cf the Combat being appoſnted,Orſon attended in a readineſs 
%* fothis Cnamy; in the end, Grygar, being well armed by Hautray 
and Henry, took his leave of them on this wile : My Lo2ds, in your cauſe 
am J delibered obe to death; evil was the day wherein began this enter: 
p!jze. Bold thy peace, laid Henry. fo2 J will defend thee ktoinm the len⸗ 
, tance of mp Father, and wozk thy ſafety, ſo thou wilt be lecrcet. Uwrygar 
being thus armed, and well mounted, went towards the Palace⸗gate, 
where this Combat was to be effected: the hour being come, the King re: 
paired to the window, all the Nobles in the Court being allembled; the 
Judges were appointed, that no wzong ſhould be offered an either part. So 
Gry gar being entred the liſts, he elpied Orſon, and began to dzaw near 
unto him, ſaying, Uillain, thou haſt offer'd me gzeat wzong, in putting 
out one of my Cycs; but e'er J part, J will make thee acknowledge that 
wzong, and that thou halt kalſely accuſed me.

' car's hozle, and got upon him; riding round about the field, and mak 
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ing 
i1:favoured ſigns and tokens ; inſomuch as all the Beholders ſtood as men 
diſmayed. Amongſt the reſt, the King appeared very ſozrowful; and at 
laſt began thus to (peak: My Lozds, J know/not what to think hereof, 
neither can A yet perceive whereunto this fight will g:ow ; but it is mp o⸗ 
pinion, that there is treaſon ſmothered, and not yet come to light. Orſon 
having a g2eat while ranged about the field on hozſe-back, after his Enemp, 
at laſt fo2(ook his bote, and entountred Grygat on foot, inſomuch, that 
he lent him ſuch a blow, that he lmote him to the earth; alter ward he leapt 
upon him, and diſarmed hin of his weapons; then the next blow he ſtruck, 
he \mote off one of his Arms; next on the body he gave him ſuch a wound, 
that he cut him even to thereins of his back.

In ſafery. Conſider, J babe thewed you the catiſe of my coming. hen 

he Wuke *eard Valentine ſap lo; he (aſd unto him, knighr, righr well 
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Pzide, than Courage, J am right ſozrowful, and ſo J paſs it over, and 
par don thy deed; but in that you urge, that your coming hither was only 
to Combat the green knight, come pou into my Palace, and there vou ſhall 
behold rhe Beauty foz which you thus far adventure: Pobeover, that you 
may bee t hat you are not tome alone, vou ſt all behold fifrecn knights to t. 
company you, and now acrib ed foz the love of the Lady ez on, and to try 
their valour againſt the laid green knight their Enemy. Go, J lap, to my 
Palace, ſalute my Daughter, as my Cuſtom is to Strangers, befoge they 
adventure their Perſons in Battel with the green knig te, and havi eg pe: 
Cented pour ſelves bekoze her in the ſign of Lote. you fall receive from ber 
a King of Gold. Sir, quoth Valentine, ſhall be ready to do all rites's 
cuſtoms ;- and beſides, J will obey you in all things whatſoever it ſhall 
pleale pou to command, : 
This conference ended, the Duke went into the Taffle, accompanied 
with Valentine and Orſon 4 having entered the Hail, where the Knights 
were aſſembled, Valentine beheld rhe Lady-fitting amongſt them, and 
making his way unto her, with all duty and reverence, at laſt he ſaluted 
her thus: Lady, you whoſe beautp and tame is [p2cadrh2o' the U2262ld, rhe 
Gods pꝛeſerbe thee from rhe Green Knight, who I dare boldly avouch is not 
wozthy to touch pour ſuper-excellent Lips.

„and in vanquiſhing him, pou ned not ſtand in fear of any. The Green 
ng Knight hereat moze and moze enraged, - (woze by Mahomet, Thar e'er 
the mozrows Sun was let, he would try the utmoſt of his ſtrength, koz he 
oF ſhould never return again from the field, but be hanged a gyear deal higher 
than any of the reft : And with rheſe wozds left the Caſtle, and berok him 
to his Pavillion, Pe being departed, the reſt of the Knights fill remain⸗ 
ed with the Lady Fezon, making g1eat Joy, and ſaying one to another, 
„that the day was come, that the Green Knight ſhould mer with his Matth. 
Sn the other fide, Fame had ſo ſpzead abzoad the wozthy Act of Orſon, the 
Savage, upon the green knight, that multitudes of People came to lee c 


behold him; inſomuch that the Duke commanded the Gates to be ſhut.

ed, but all in vain, fo2 without pity, he firſt delpoiled him of his arms, and 
after hanged him on a Tree, as he had done the reft befoze. Orſon per⸗ 
ceiving that Galeram was put to Death, made ſighs with his hands that 
be would fight with him pelentlp, er him have any reps 2 
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but Valentine anſwered him again by ſigns, that he ſhould withdzaw him: 
| Celf fo; a while ;-fo2 he would firſt go try his own Crength on him: Here- 
upon he put himſelf in Arms, and tok his way towards the beauteous Lady, 
to take his leabe, as it becomed him; being come befoze her, ſhe gzew won: 
dirous ſo2rowful, and pet at lait ſhe ſpake unto him on this manner: Alas, 
fair Knight, what madneſs is this in you, to adventure pour ſelf koz the 
love of tuch an unkoztunate Lady as J?

Ag he was ready tg 
put fo2th, he met with a woꝛthy Knight, who was [ikewice Enamoured wich 
the Lady, and thus began to ſay to him, Sir, have a little patience. J en⸗ 
treat you, and ſuffer me to go firſt, Friend, ſaid Valenrive, J trelp 
g1ant pou deſtre, go and return with Uic9zy. This Knight's Name was 
Tyris, bozn in Savoy, a Man of gzeat birth and living, but Wiotoullp had 
run thzough his Beans, leaving himſelf little, (ave only his Hoꝛte x Arms: 
Having thus obtained leave of Valencine, he alto tok leave of rhe Lozds 
there Allembled, and lo went to the Tent of the Green knight; the 
Green knight perceiving Tyris to Appzoach, leept out of his Pavillion 
ro welcome him. 1yris ſing him, ald, Sir, pietentlp Mount and 
Defend thy ſelf, koz J bjeath out Defience agalpſt the. The Green 
knight hearing him ſap ſo, called fo: his Hozte. wiicy was p:eſently 
20ught unto him; and putting his Foot into the Stiriup, ſuddenly leargy 
himſelf in the Saddle, and berok him to his (pear and ſhield. preparing to 
take their Courſe at each other; but at the firſt Encounter, the green knight 
ran lo furiouſly, that he (mote T'ytris quite rh2z>ugh ihe Body, to that he fell 
dovn Dead; which he perceiving, put a Tozd about his Neck, and Hang'd 
him up amongſt the reſt.

Wen the Green knight eſpyed Lim, he was moꝛe fearful of him, than of all 
the ret; wherekoze he called unto im, ſaying, Knight give Ear unto this 
JI now fhall ſay, ſeſt ion ponder Tre 2 There ſha'r theu (nd hanging a 
Gen ſhield, fetch it hither to ine, and J will reward tae liherally, Sir, 
ſaid Va entine, pou have Servants enough of pour own, ſend them, fo2 by: 
me it ſhall never be fetched. By mp Law, quorh the green knight. pou ſhail 
either bzing me the ſhield. oz elſe know this, you ſhall never Conquer me. 
When Valentine had well conddered theſe wozds he (peak, as touching the 
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fetching of the Shield, he valſantly Rode towards the Tre, but he lolt his 
labour, koz he could not have it, whereat he was ſozrowtul, and returning 
unto the Green knight, in an angzy mod, ſaid, Go fetch thy ſhield thy ſelf, 
fo) J cannot hade it; wherekoze accucſed be that Magician that lo faſtened it; 
and an evil end betide him that ſent me thither to fetch it. Friend, quoth he, 
ſhall J tell the wherekoze I ſent the ? It was, fo! that this ſhield was gi⸗ 
ven unto me by a Fairy, and therein remaineth ſuch Uertue, that no Man, 
be he never lo ſtrong, can take it from the place where it is faikned, ſave only 
he alone, by whom I ſhall ne overcome; and foz the doubt J tv in of the, 
therekoze J ſent thee thither, now my doubt is ſatisfed ; and therekoze ad:

ko; ſeeing thee lo fra Knight, Jam forced to pity thee, and take no plea- 
ſure in thy Death,” from which thou canſt not etcape, it thou fighte(t with 
me. Further, to rhe end thou ſhouldef not think J utcered theſe wozdg to 
abuſe thy patience, know this : That there is none libing that can vanquiſh 
me, except firſt, he be the Son of a King, and next, ſuch a one as never 
Sucked the bzeaſt of any Mo:nan ; now if thou beet ſuch a one, thou may'flf 
overcome me, ff not. thou doſt but ſho1ten thy own daps by an untimely 
Death, At rheie wor's Valentine tos little pleaſure, knowing that by rhis 
Kela ion he could not be that Man; but ſecing that he was come to that en⸗ 
terp213e, he would not return till he had allaped his ſtrength againſt him; 
therekoze with a loud voice he (peak thus, valiant and Redoubted Knight, Y 
welbunderſtand J'm nor the Man ty whom you ſhall be Conquered; pet 
phocoever Jam, Jun nat depart hence till J have Fought with vou. By 
toe Govs, quot rhe groen knight, then thou hat ſome ſecrer Treaſon to 

Y WiI92k againit me. that t us ibou runneth upon thy Death wiifully: But 
Meer J part with thee, J'll make thee know the p2ice of this thy Raſhneſs. 
And theremwir:al leapt upon his Houſe, bidding one of bis Servants bying 
him a Box of pꝛecious Balm; the vertue of ic was ſuch, that whar Wound 
loever he recc;vev, tho never lo Maztal, it had p3wer inſtanciy to Heal up 
the Beach. Akter he had reteived ir, be ſuddenly pur Spurs ts vis Hoſe, 
and co'iching his Spear inhis Keſt, both can their Tourſe cofuctoufty, that 
their Spears bake in many pieces; and they ſuddenly bending. tyemſelves. 
to the next Courſe, malt baliantly dꝛew ot their Swords; Whereat Valen- 
tine behaved vimcelf (ſo Nimbly that be gave the green knight ſo full a ſtroak, 
that he Tur tim thio bis Armour inſomuch thar the Bld Illued aut in a⸗ 
bundance. He keeling bimtelk Wounded, he with a blow ſtruck away a 
grear piece of Valentine's thigh, and having thus Wounded him, ſaid, Potx 
Rap ſee I can wield a Swozd as e J told you; that you * 
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kall under my hand; and anon F ſhall be fain to hang your dead Cozpſe on 
a tree, as J have done the reſt as came bekoꝛe you. Pagan, Valentine, 
vaunt not thy ſelf over⸗ much, koꝛ as yet J'm not conquered ; therefoze de: 
fend thy ſelf ; and there⸗with he gave him ſuch a blow, that he ſmote away 
a quarter of his ſhield; and the Gꝛeen knight, ar the lame encotmugr, byake 
his (wo2d upon the helm of Valentine, felling him from his Hogſe ; Valen- 
tine heing always valiant, ſuddenly recovered, The Pagan ſeeing him 
Liſe, d2ewa Nazp pointed knife, and thzew it at him; but heleeing it come, 
ſtarted afide, ld that it mifled him. The Szeen knight being thus unarm⸗ 
ed, turned about his hoſe, thinking to have recovered them again; but 
Valentine being on the gzound, and ſeeing fit oppo2tunity, cut off his hoz⸗ 
ſes feet, ſo that they came both tumbling to the carth : being on the earth: 
he ſuddenkp aroſe, and then they were both together (by the Crength of 
their arms) holding each other: But in ſhozt, the bickering was ſo fierce, 
that they were both ſoze wounded : The Pagan quickly healed his with 
the balm befo2e Cpoken ok. 1 
This fight continued lo long, that the day began to ſhut in, and both 
giew weary : The Green knight wag vexed that he could not overcome him, 
and tho? he were even ſpent, yet he p2oudly bare it out, ſaying, Knight, 
give over, fo2 J perceive thy wearineſs, and the fun detlineth, therefoe 
it would be little honour fo2 me to conquer thee : Go, return again to A- 
quitain, and reſt there this night, and reps2r, that there never entountred 
me lo valiant a Knight as thou art. But meet me to mozcow, and befoze 
thy coming, take leave of thy Fzeinds, fo2 thou ſhalt never return. Va- 
lentine accepted his offer, and was glad thereof; ſo mounting his hozſe, he 
returned ts the City. When Duke Savary, and h's Lozds ſaw him, they 
were joykul, and received him in gꝛeat hono2 ; amongſt the ref there allem 
bled, was Orſon, who ran and taught him in his Arms, and kiſſed him: 
Being come into the Palace, the Duke demanded what tydings from thy 
Green knight? Sir, ſaith Valentine, he reſteth in his Pavillion, and JU k 
think he is of that ſtrength and courage, that there is not a Man living} e. 
able to vanquiſh him. Valentine, quoth the Duke, you have eſcaped wel, le 
fo: never did any return, but all have periſhed; wheretoze you have p:8velſ o

can make but moll boaſt, but ro mozrow there is appointed a new. trpal, 
and the vict02y will light upon whom the gods pleaſe to favour. Eaviny 
ended the conference with the Duke, Valentine was unarmed, and conduc! 
ted ro the Chamber of the Lady Fezon. The Lady was right joyful to fe 
him return with like: By this time ſupper dꝛew on, and the Duke my 
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bis glace stehe Table, cauted Valentine to be let on bis left hand; fo2 the 
ke did andur him in the higheſt degzee; Lipper ended, Valentine with⸗ 
dzew imei to hig pzivate chamber, and the Gzeen Knight reſted in his 


Pa illlon, where we will leave him, and ſpeak of Valemine, who being in 
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Chap. XIV. How Galentine took Advice, and ſent Oꝛſon on the morrow, 
to fight the Gzeen Knight 3 and how Dyſon Overcame him. 


Alentine having appointed the mozzow to fight with the Green Knight, 
began to be troubled ag he lay in bed, fill thinuing on what hapned 

the day befoze, At laſt, when he had ruminated all his imaginations, he 
began to reſolve on this: J am nor, neither can be that King's Son that 
ould overcome the Green Knight; fo2 J can neithez remove the ſhield he 
ſcnt me fo, neither was nouriſhed without the bzcalt of Woman, Again, 
I'm very doubtful of the combat, and therekoze ſtand wavering, whereup⸗ 
on to rely. At laſt he began thus to think: What if Orſon ſhould be arm- 
ed in mp ſtead, and thereby try the wozſt of Foztunes wack: Why? it 
ſhall beſo. The beak of the day appearing, he aroſe, and coming to Or- 
ſon, he told him, by (ſigns, that he ſhould put on his Armoz, take his 
hozſe, and make towards the Green knight?s Pavillion, ro fight with him. 
Orſon underſtanding his inrent, leaped and danced up and down joyfully ; 
makin} igns, that the Anight ſhould never eſcape; denying his hozſe and 
arms, deſiring. only aclub, tuch a one as he was accuſtomed to; and ſha⸗ 


king his head, made ſigns that he would habe no ocher armoz. Valentine 


ſeeing this, gave him to underſtand, that he muſt put on the ſame armoz, 
and ride on the ſame hozte, fo2 that the Knight ſhould not know but that it 
was Valentine that came againſt him.

Lan Knight. The Lady, with a ſmile, made (ſign, that ſhe loved him well,

A that lap bekoze the City, valiantly refolved ro give them n2eſent bat⸗ 
tel the next mozrow, (o calling up all his Fo2ces, and placing them in a 
Readineſs, there happened a bloody Bartel bekoze the city of Aquitain, and 
many a bꝛabe Leader on both parts there lot their lives. The Gyant Fer- 
ragus himſelf was amongl the thickeſt, gathering himſelf as near as he 
could unto his Standard-bearer. The chief men-Slain in this bartel, were 
fix valiant Knights, that is to ſay, Baudumain, Bondry, William Gale- 
ram, Anthony the good Marſhal, and Gloriam the hardy; all near about 
the Duke of Aquitain, and they that had the chief command thꝛoug hout his 
camp.

By this time Tidings was bzought- into 
the city that rhe Dube was taken Pꝛiſoner, at which Jil Mews the Lady

alas Orion, mp Love, thy long and tedious ſtaying abꝛoad doth much di⸗ 
temper me, fo! ik you were here pzeſent, there would be ſome hope to gain

Valentine all this while is among! rhe thickeſt, hewing kozth his way 
with his Sword. Orion on the ocher (ide was not Idle, koz he had taken 
an Dath, that he would free the*Duke from caztiviry, oz leave his body a: 
mongſt the Reſt, Pacoler the Pagician and Dwarf, p2omiſed Ocſon aid 
and aſſiſtance at ned; and thus all bufied, and nigh hand wearied, Orſon 
put Spurs to his Hozſe, and Ran violently thozow the Battel, æ eſcaped; 
Or On and Pacolet being paſt danger, hurled away their own Shields, and 
hanging about their Necks the Shields of the Sarazens, ſet kozth with the 
Jnage of Mahomet in them and by this lubtilty they paſſed quite thozow 
the camp of the Pagans, ko Pacolet could ſpeak their Language Right 
well.

All this while 
vag Valentine fn the Armp, demanding what was become of his Byorher 
orſon, hut he kound no Man could tell him ms Tidings of him, de gzew 
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wondzous heavy andLad, fearing very much that he had been Cain in the 
- conflict of the battel. 

Thus paffed Valentine from plate to place, to find out his Bzother Orſon, 
and with a Reſolute mind Ruched akreſh into the battel, and as a Man dj: 
{tracted, he laidſo koztibly about him, that not a Pagan was able to and

Sarazens. So the king carrfed Rozamond along with him, and they were 
quickly there. Being landed, they pitched their Tents in a pleaſant field 
befoze the City, whilſt they or the City made faſt the gates. The king him⸗ 
(if gor up into a high Tower to behold their ozder, ſo by the River ide he 
might eſpy their Rich Pavillions, gallantly furniſhed with Arms, and 
Streamers ; then the king called urico him certain Heralds of Arms, to 
know by thoſe Arms, whole Tents they were, The fir (quoth they) is 
Brandiffers, the ſecond is Lucars, and the third ig Rozamonds with her 
Ladys, when the king underſtood rhat Rozamond was there, his heart 
leapt to; joy, and ſaid, it is no time to fleep now, he that will have the love 
of a fair Lady, mult venture life and goods, oz elſe he ig not worthy of her 
that will cake no paing. Pereupon reſolving, he preſently put his men in 
Battel arrap, and luddenly iſſued out ok the City won his Enemies, Lo 
dat they were not in a readineſs, loz they little thought the Indian had ben 
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lo flerte; but love made him to do it. Uhen the king ſaw Bran fer gz, 
dering his men in Battel Array, he lefr his Companies, & with much dil;: 
gence rode towards the Pavillions of the Ladies: When Rozamond beheld 
it was he, ſbe gave all the reſt of her company the flip, and ran violently 
into his Arms, who joyfully received her. The Indian perceiving her good 
will, got her up behind him, 4 putting ſpurs to his bozte, he laid, Py 
love {s Fixed only on you, & fo2 pour love have J long mourned, fo) J never 
hated man lo much as J did king Lucar, but now J pꝛay rhee, let me bid 
him farewel,4 J will keep my ſelk only to thee lo long as Flive. Lady quoth 
the Indian, doubt not, fo; J will not kall you, c here J vow, e er thee days 
paſs, you ſhall be Queen of Indie, æ Wiſtreſs of all my lands. Theſe wozds 
paſſed as he was riding away with the Lady Rozamond, At laſt the guard 
pf the Waidens came out of the Pavillion, & ran to the King, ſaying, Py 
Lo2d there is evil Tidings, fo2 this day you have loſt rhe Tady Rozamond, 
for the King of Indie, your utter cnemy, hath ſtolen her Hence, & is rid 
away with her, wherefoze quickly ſend pour men of ware follow him, that 
they may ſave the honour of the Queen; Yold pour peace, ſaid Lucar, x 
talk no moze, ko; he that hath an evil wife, it is well if he can be rld of her, 
altho? he had a heavy heart. After this he went to King brandiffer, and 
ſaid, Sir, J have ſmall ſop of pour Daughter, who hath lekt me, to run 
away with a ſtranger, and one that is mp Enemy, leaving me in repivach A 
and ſhame. Faith Son (ſaid brandiffer) be not diſcontent at me, koz to day 
J will be revenged on him that carryed her awap, ſo putting ſpurs to his 
hoſe, rid after him, gathering a g2eat company of men. Amongſt the reſt 
Valentine was one willing to. ſhew his Fidelity, who laid unto Pacolet, 
now ſhew me by thy Art ſomewhat. Then Pacolet raiſed ſuch a Charm, 
which lo aſtoniſhed rhe Indians Eye:Cght, that it ſeemed to him there was 
nothing beloze bis hoſe but Woods, Bulhes, t gꝛeat Rivers. At this he 
was amazed, that he made the Lady alight ; when the Queen was on the 
gz0und, the thought ſhe ſhould have had means to ſave her like with the king, 
but valentine was ſo near to her, that pe ſaid unto her; Lady, aþide, ko; 
rou muſt go with me, koꝛ that you have a long time pꝛomiled me pour love. 
Ah valentine, Jobe pou hut little lobe, fo; once J made love unto pou, & 
you refuſed. me, wherekoze J was kozced to ſ&@k another. but ſ&ing Jam 
trolled thus, J yield my [elf as pour Mallal, o pou will make my peace 
with Lucar. 
Lady (ſaid Valentine) J will do mp endeavour ; ſo he led her to K. Lucar, 
eſaſdiunto him: Sir, here is the Lady Rozamond pour wife, whom the 
Indian Traptoz had led away againſt her will, fo: which ſhe was right loz⸗ 
rowtul. Sir (quoth the Ladp) he telleth vou true, fo2 foze⸗ever ag the * 
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tel was begun, Jtaw one {to me, thinking it had been one of your 
Barons, that hav come to ſucrour me, & without any further enquſrp | 
meunted on his hoſe: being on lozſeback, J perteived that then J was be» 
trayed, lo I firuggled 4 pull d him by the hair, & ſcratchedhin by the face, 
t ſozting him to let me go, J have by the help of this good Unigbt eſcaped, 
Lady (ald Lucar) you have well done: So he lekt the Lady, r returned to 
the Battel. They of \ndie returned into the City, who had loft divers 
valiant leaders, but nothing lo fretted the ind an at the heart, as did the loſs 
of Rozamond. Alas Lady (ſaid he) I hape failed thee in thy gzeateſt ex: 
temity, but J was (urelp enchanted, and on the ſudden methought J ſaw 
47 00ds, Fields, and Rivers, fo: he was no ſoortr down upon the g20und, 
but all was plain and even wap befoze me: valentine had gzeat pꝛalte fo2 
getting again the Lady, and ſhe ſhewed him a fair countenance, in that he 
had ſuccoured her; but it was all feigned, fo the hated him to death, and 
putting up this milchante, ſhe watched her time, and in the end accomplicher 
her deſire, and bought her cUill to Excecution; ko; came four hours after, 
ſhe rode kozth petending to take the Air, but tool her wap towards the K. 
of indie, and had given him intelligence of her intent, willing him, that 
when he ſa her out ok danger, ſuddenly to come and ſeize her as his pꝛilon⸗ 
er, and tarry her away. The king did accozding to her dizecion ; ſo up- 
denly (ſuing our of a PIſtern, he came and took her Hoyſe by the head, and 
led her into the city. Pereupon began a cry thzougho!it rhe Hoſt of King 
Lucar, that Rozamond was ſurpiized, and ſh? was patt recobery. This 
madded Lucar at the heart, and gave our, tat whoſoever would recover 
her out of his hands,ſhould be made a g2eat Seneſpal: Sir (ſald pacolet) 
{f voti pleaſe to atchieve dignity, I will do work, that we will fetch her back? 
Nap, ſaid, valentine, let her go. once J regained her, thinking that che 
would have been conſtant unto her husband, but all was in vain. The lame 
day that the king had her, he lay with her, and begat a Son called Kabeſtre, 
who akter ward had the poſſeſſion of Jeruſalem. Lucar was right ſozrowful 
fo2 the loſs of his wife, but brandizer his Father retomkozted him, ſaying, 
Son take courage, and let us now be revenged beköze we depart, but it fell 
trary tpdings, which was, that king Pepin of France, and the Emperoy of 
Greece, was entered his land, burning and [poiling many places, and 
were now upon the liege of Angory, in which city his Lady now lap in 
Child:Bed ; Therekoze you muſt peſently take à courte to reſtrain the ku⸗ 
ty of the Enemp, 02 elſe endure ſuch wzack as were lamentable to behold.

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tand you (till upon your Guard, and in the night put all your Men in readi- 
neſs, and koz that Valentine ſhall not be luſpeced to be in the Plot, he ſhaft 
continue in his Tent, whilſt J catt a ſtrong flep on the Satazens, and rhen 
may you come upon them, and llap every Man. It is god, laid Orſon; ſo 
Orſon led him to K. Pepin, to make him acquainted wirh rhe Enterpuze, © 
pacolet was Ropally Entertained koz tbat time: Now pacolet, to the end 
there ſhould gzow no miltrult, gave certain lighs to Murgalant. Being in the 
City, he found our ihe Admiral Burnas, and Saluted him with gzeat Reve- 
rence, and delivered unto. him the Mellage which he had bzought from Mur-

THE City being taken by the Chiitſans, Valentine ford the body of 
T Murgalant in the Field, cauſed it to be put up, & covered with black, 
Aſter certain days ſail, they arrived where Lucar $ Brandiſfer were, e in 
mourning bzought it bekoze the two Kings, as they lat playing at CThels:

go thou to thy Palace, and bare along with thee Brandiffer, who ſhall not

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Mahomet, it ſhould Ceem that J have deſerved well at thy hands, when thon 
tookeſt ſo much pains to come down, e deliver me from death: King, Lad 
Pacolet, truſt in me, and believe the Tounſel of the Wiſe ; Herewith Pa. 
colet led him towards Brandiffer, cauſing all the Match to fall into a dead 
ſleep; and ſo Enchanted hint, that he aroſe, made him ready, and went a: 
long with the Indian king to his Palace. 

The Indian being thus ſet free, gave thanks to Mahomet koz his delj, 
very: then Pacolet bzought him a hoffe, made him mount, and bet bran. 
differ behind him, and lent them packing koz ladie, and bo took his leave; 
At laſt the Indian came to the gateg of his own Tiry, and calling the Poz⸗ 
ter, was inſtantly let in: when Rozamond beheld him, ſhe laid: Sir, poy 
are right welcome home, but tell me how pou came by my Father, that pou 
have brought bim with you ? is there a Peace concluded? No (quoth thy 
King) Mahomet delivered him into my hands, and frecd me from death: 
So by this time ended the vigoz of the Charm, and brandiffer awaking, be: 
gan to ſay, how tame J hither? ſome Devil hath Encharſted me: nap ſaſd 
the King Mahomet hath bꝛought us hither, that you may be ar peace with 
me: J had rather die, therckoze ſet me free, that J may go to my Bolt a⸗ 
gain. Rot lo, for ſince pou are here, J mean to keep you. Now the Sg: 
razens that Guarded the Indian lay ſtill aſleep. At rhe byeak of day Lucar 
came to the Pavillion where the Indian lap, bat when the Pagans ſaw him, 
they try'd koꝛ mercy, fox they had loft their Pziſoner. Uarlets, quoth Lu- 
car, pour lives ſhall pay koz it, lo he cauſed them to be dꝛawn along the 
ſtrtets, at Poꝛſes tails, & after hanged, whercat Pacolet laughed, but, Va- 
lentine ſaid, friend, J ſhall never be ar eaſe till J have found out my Fa: 
ther, whom brandiffer keepeth in pzilon. Here Valentine and pacolet 
leave the Pagans, andafter travel to hear tydings of rhe Lady Clerimond, 

You have heard befoze how R. Pepin took Angory : So now will J make 
plain to you the manner of a Treaſon.toward him by Haufray and Henry, 
It happened as the King was in his bed in Angory, he had a dzeam to this 
effect : He thought that he beheld a Mals⸗pzieſt, ſewing unto him divers 
Kelicks, beſides a fumpruoug Sepulchze, © thice times this Apparition 
troubled him: the mozning being now come, he called befoze him all his 
Bargns, & declared unto them the manner of this Dꝛeam, and ſaid unto 

theſe : Lozds, Jknownot what may befal, but I think it ſonre Deludon; 
92 elſe it may be trat J Gould go viſt the Poly Plateg without the City of 
Jeruſalem. Then Lpake Orton, J will go with you if you plcaſe ; & allo, 
qd. Myllon Daugler: after the T welve Pegrs offered themlelves unto him, 
to aſſiſt him in his Pilgzimage. The King Heari:2g them ſo foward, gabe c 
them thanks, and calling bekoze him Hanfray and Henry, he ſaſh unto them, 
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you know that you are my natural (ons, but yet fn ſuch time was you gotten, 
when J had nor one kot of Land in France, therekoze it is my will, pouen⸗ 
joy this Land of Angory, the2efote keep it valiantly. Then Haufray ſaiy 
to Henry ; You underſtand the king our father well, do pou not? Pe will 
peter us to ſtrange Lands; as if we were not wozthyto be his Song: now 
as fo2 his poung Son Charles, he pꝛovideth to leave him R. of France, and 
we wult be content with a Fo:eign part: Therefo2e be rul'd by me, & Pepin 
all never return into France, to eſtabliſh bis heir. We will wozk a Plot 
to deliver him into the hands of the Pagans, and then ſhall we be Kings of 
France, and Emperozs of Rome; all which J thirſt after. Bother (qv. 

Henry) your wozds are well put together, but tow ſtall this thing be ac 

tompliſhed: Hautray ſaid, J ſhall tell thee how, go unto R. brandiffer,. 

and tell him that J muſt have his daughter Galazy : and being with him tell 
bim that K. Pe pin and tle Twelve Peers of kravce do determine to go to 
the Holy Sepulchze, 4 they map be eaſily ſurp?i3ed, ko; they rake along with 
them but few in train.

Thus had they plotted treaſon againſt their Father, who now woes on the 
Seas, thinking to accompliſh their Pilgzimage. Henry going along with 
them, and Havfray hath likewiſe taken his way towarb India, So [rave 
we them, and return to other Matterg. The Caliph of bendas being tome 
into the Hoſt of brandiffer, and Lucar treateda truce foz a month, between. 
them and the R. of Indie: ſo appointing a day fo2 to met ther eupon, the

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ther ? Sir (ſaid Haufray that J have to deliver craveth [ecreſie and atten; 
tion. So they drew from their attendants, and then Hanfray (aid : Lozdg, 
rou know that J am Son to Pepin of France, and J alſo underſtand that 
pou (peaking to brandifter) have a beautiful Daughter; now tf it pleaſe poy 
to give me pour daughter in marriage, J will deliver into pour hands mp 
Father, and all the Peers of France, that have ſo much damniſted pou; 
foz know, that in the habit of Pilg is they have taken their journey 


to viſit the Holy Sepulchze ar jeruſalen, Uenderlp accoinpanicd : Muath. 


brandiffer, fo2 theſe tpdings J will give thee my Daughter Galazy, but it 
muſt be upon conditlon that pou renonnce your faith, Yes, qd Hautray, 
that hall J vo: daten king Brandiffer law the Treacherp of Haufray, firi 
that he would betray his Father, nert fozſake his Religion. he with:dzew 
himfelf to advſſe with Lucar c the Caliph, ſaping to them: You ſee the 
Trealo s of this man, that demandeth mp daughter, how vare 2 cruſt him 
that ſceketh the death of his Father, k cuine of rhe whole fate of france? 
No, J will not make my Peace with ſuch a Homicide, J had rather lee my 
daughters death, than give her to a bile Traptoz. Akter rheſe wayd he cal- 
led to haufray, & ſaid, Sit, J am glad of pour coming, e this ſhall be gur 
tack, you hall go to my daughter, & bear this Letter [rom nie, there paſs 
away pour time till we have lealure to reſolve on pour buneſs. Hir (Lajd 
Haufra,) Jamready to accompliſh your demand. So he del vered hun the 


Letter, a too men to conduct him on his way: After they were at Sea, || 


within few days they came within the ſigit of the ſtrong Caſtle where a- 
lazy was; when they were come to the Gate, rhe Pozter called to 'em, ſay: 
ing: My Lo2ds, you may not enter without tome cerca: token. Wos ter, 
ſaid haufray, tell the Lady we ſhall Catisfe her. The parte went 6 tie 
Lady, and ſaid. Lady, without rhe Gate ſtand a company of men that kain 
would enter, & as J think they are come from pour Father. The Lady bid 
her Gentleman Uſher go know what they were, who d dag ſhe commanded ; 
as ſon as ſhe underſtood they came krom her Father, ſhe bound up rhe Lis 
ons, topened the Gate, ſo haufray entred, à thought all t {7. tap ben koz 
his good; but it fell out contrary. Being entred tie Caſtle, be was bought 
bekoze tie Lady Galazy, whole Beauty then amazed him, lo that e was not 
able to ſprek one woꝛd. Akter ſome lpate ok rime he laluted ide Lady, a ſafy 
unte her; Fair Soveraign, know that fo rhe gzeat evo n that 7 have 
heard ol your admicable Beauty. J Have fefr my Country, 4nd paſſed the 
Seas, 10 at qualnt your Father withrhar wich Gall wake zum appp; and 
To: that you ſhall find me ſpeak nothing but truth, or, bere is a Letter by 
me (com bim. The Lav; rang the Letter, read it; when che had read 
it, Ge beheld havfray, ſaying, Gallal, J have read the Letter, æ nd the 
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Chap. XXX VIE. How Valentine and Pacelct came before the Caſtle : how Pacolet raiſed up 
the Devil, to ask his counſel about the taking of the Caſtle : how Brandifer brought the 
Twelve Peers of France into his ſtrong Caſtle, and imprifbned them: how he beſieged 
the City of Angory. And how Brandiffer having knowledge that Lucar was Captive in 
Angory, made means to Valentine, to deliver him upon ſufficient Ranſom.

Fter many days ſail, theſe two arrived at the Caſtle, and viewing it 
ſtrangely, thought it impꝛegnable; at laſt pacolet ſaid, fir, anon J 
will tell you moze: ſo he went aſide, & calt a figure, & incontinently there 
. 8ppeared unto him a Devil, who ſaidunto him: Leave off your Enterpize,

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ry our Lozd, c J will wait upon him as his page. bearing hie Hat c Staff: 

Henry being too skilful in treaſons, denied it, ſaving, here's Orſon, & D.

{tance ; This done, rhe Indian king required he might have the little pꝛi⸗ 
ſoner to make his Diwart of, (which was K. pepin) his requeſt was like- 
viſe gzanted, o he toon him with him, and loved Him erceedingly. 

The indian R: taking his leave, every une ol the peers lookr pittifully 
n K: peptn, but durlt not peak to him: pepin being on his way with the 
Indian, began thus to lament 3; Bow untoztunate am IJ a:nong them? alas, 
D: Myllon, it gzieves me molt kez thee; oz rhy love rowards me yarh 
bought thy (elf in danger: But fo) my fon enr , Þ will lay my cutſe on 
thee, that refuſed ro relicve thy Fat er in his extremity ; Farewel bertha 
my wite, e my young lon JHarles, thy tate is molt dangerous; fo: what 
vill not T. aprozs attempt againſt tiee ? By this time is the Indian come 
home into pi own land. When the Lap Kozamond ſaw his appoach, 
hs was right glad, 4 receiv'd him with kindneſs, at [aft ſhe thzew her eyes 
Mn king pep:n, and demmded of the king, where he had that little man: 
pad! (cald he) he was given me ar ſeruſalem, being come thither with the 
king of france, tt. But now let us return to ſpeak ſomewhat of Cleri- 
mond, who was in the Court o the Indian king: The king's manner was 
d ſend her every Meal of the beſt Meat from his own Table, & one night 
it lupper, called pepin to him, ko; to carry her pꝛobidon, ſaying unto hem:

Lady (ſafv pepin) Jam; q come from rhe Realm ok *raice, 
Then the Lady, with a ſmiling cou:tenance, laid: know you then king 
pepin, & his Nephew Valencine > Ay (qd. he) T his bzother -rlon, æ hig 
father the Emperoz of Greece. Th: Lady hearing bim lay (o, began to 
ſhed rears, & pet ſpake, ſaying, Friend, map J put rrult in vou? Ap, ſaih 
he, even as well as ik J were paur natural farher : Then änow, all tat 
J have done, is but counterkeit, koz J am a chzi lan, c the won love of 
Valentine, that was given to him as his wile tur was betraped, c ffolen 
away by king Trompart: Then ſhe unfolded the manner of all theſe things. 
When king pepin heard the lamentable adve:icures of this Ladp; he began 
to weep, c (aid unte Himlelf, thus: Pa! what truſt is in this wo'ld ; a: 
lag fo: this poo? Lady ! alas f62 Valentine! & yet to ſee it is my chance at 
laſt to find her our in this unlookt foz adventure: Akter he had ended theſe 
lamentatlons, be lald: Lady, now J underſtand whom vou are, and äth 
you truſted me with the ſecrets ok pour heart, glre me leave alſo a little to 
thew pou who Jam: Here pou ſee me, and in what ſhape J go cloathed; 
pet know, J am pepin, king of France, and by diſaſlerous chance, am fal: 
len into this ſervirude : As for Valentine, he undertaketh dangerous ad: 
ventires, and continuzth ſtill without taking any reſt; Now habe know: 
ledge of you, if between us we can make theſe things know! to him, with 
gꝛeat joy you map embzace each other: Ar theſe wo2ds the Lady Cwaunded, 
but he (eeing her recovered, lekt her and came unto the king, So here we 
reſt as to this matter, and return to ſav ſomewher oł branditier and Lucar, 

who are bufted in leading therwelve peers of France to pzilon. 
brandiffer having the twelve peers in pzilon, and with them Haufray and 
Henry, the only wozkers of. the Treaſon, came to his caſtle, where he told 
.all the whole enterpzize ro his daughter, how the » 2 peers ken into his 
hand: Having finiſhed his Tale, he put them into the Dungeon where the 
Emperoz, the Gꝛeen kt: and Haufray lap: Henry was much troubled, that] ," 
he durſt not diſcover his mind to brandiffer; koz he was the firit that was 
led into the Dungeon, after him Myllon Daugler, who by chance fell upon 
haufray, which made him angzy: Be not ang2y (gd he) foz there are man? RM 
mo2e to come down after me, to whom pou mult give place: haufray knen 5 
it was M: Myllon, and demanded of him, by what means he came thit her 
Nay /qd, myllon) J rather wonder how you came here, fo2 J am ſure we 
lefr you within the city Angory. Muoth the Traptoz, J was taken ko; ; 
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pp, and fo2 that cauſe 4 am hither bꝛought. Pow are all theſe Lozds 
ſozrowing in pyiſon ; but when Hanfray underſtood that k. pepin was not 
among them, he ſeemed erceeding glad, tho' in his heart could wiſh his death. 
Every one loked fo2 nothing bur death, fave only Orſon, he bare it out com⸗ 
fotably. ſapinix : Lows, let us yet truſt to mp Brother Valentine & Pacoler, 
who by enchantment can do much, but he lirtle knew that the Caitle was 
impꝛiegnable. Brandiffer, having thug made all ſure, called befoze him his 
daughter Galazy, and ſaidunro ber: J mult depart to ſatisfie mine Army ; 
being there, J (all meet with the Indian k. x Lucar, both which will aid 
me againſt the French, that holdety the City of Angory, therekoze keep well 
my pziconers, And when he came unto his Army, he folind Lucar ready, 
but as for the Indian K. he lent his forces, & came not himſelf, by reaſon 
that Rozamond was lately dead.

This much amazed the no⸗ 
ble Vo.cntine , When he law tie tents lo nigh him: at laſt he called Pacolet 
un to him, ſaying, J wonder J hear not of m» Uncle pepin. Fear not (laid 
pacolec) fo; e cr ſong we will hear better Rews; and therewithal departed 


from Anzory, and never teſted tiſt he came to the Tamp ok K. Lucar, who 


eſpying bim demanded of him what news, & what was become of his Ma⸗ 
er. wilo lo long time he bad erved? pacolet anſwered, Sir, he is long 
inte dead, & J tome to lk a neo maſter. Md. Lucar, wilt thou lerve me: 
peg (qu, pacolet.) Thus was he received into his ber vice, but he ill re⸗ 
warded his new Malter, tfo2 that ſame night by Enchantment, he caſt L. u- 
car ints ſuch a fleep, that he tarried him into the Tiiy of Angory. Valea- 
tine was right glad of this, & Lucar being placed bekoze a fire, the enchant⸗ 
ment ceaſcy, a heawoke. Being awaked, he became [oze aſtoniſhed to ſee 
himſelf thus betraped, and ar laſt pacolet ſaid unto him: Maſter, J am ar 
pour ſervice, habe zou any thing to command tne ; at the which words Lu- 
car gew much enraged, & taking a knike, gabe pacolet luch a wound, that 
he kel down dead. Vaſentine leeing this accident was right lozrowkul, and 
ſaid; luch angther kriend ſhall J never have; ſalſe Traptoz (gd. he) thou 
halt lain him trat was all my hope, then (aſd Zucar, J am glad tlat 
Trartor is ain. | 2 
Now Valetine went towards the dead cozps, T tak out of his bolome 
a pair of wzighting Tables, in which was written the manner of his Art. 
Ti:fe-Tagvlts had pacolet ever made V+iicntine atquainted withal. wiſh⸗ 
ing {to that tt te out lived him, he ſhould maße great account of then: la 
Vale wine put them up, © aiter made uſe sf chem; here would Valentine, 
dave K. Locar put to death, but being better adviſed, he was ſafely ke c in 
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pꝛiſan; if (v be that any woꝛthy perſonage ſhould be taken by the Pagang, 
then Lucar fhould ſerve. fo! ranſome ok the other. Then Valentine cay, 
led the body of pacoler to be honourably interred, whole death was bewalled 
of all. The next mozning there aroſe an dut⸗cry thꝛoughout the Irmp, that 
Lucar was gone no Man knew how: amongft the reſt Brandiffer made 
gꝛeat lamentation, till one told him he was in Angory: and how he hed 
lain Pacoler, Brandiffer was glad Pacolet was lain, but ſoꝛt y fo2 1.ucat ; at 
laſt calling to him a meflenger, he ſent to Valentine to ask him if he would 
deliver Lucar ko R. Pepin, the Emperoz oz Orſon, oz any other of che twelye 
Peers of France; the meſſenger departed on his way with thele conditiong, 
& toming to the City of Angory , deſired to ſpeak with Valentine: After 
ſalutations on both parts, he declared his Weſlage from K. Brandiffer, 
Valentine Hearing the effect of this mellage, was much amazed, & ſaid to the 
mellenger, how cometh it to paſs, that Brandiffer can make choſce of all 
thele valiant men? Quoth the Pellenger, IJ think it is not unknown, how 
R. pepin, accompanied with the 12 Peers of France, not lohg unte went 
to Jeruſalem, & hai ing among them one Traptoz, was delivered into the 
hands of Brandiffer, and by him taken in Jeruſalem, and committed to pi:

del vered us, either my Father, oz my Bother, oz my Uncle K. pepin; 
Fow in this cauſe let us reſolve what is to be done. The Lo2ds replied, you 
are moſt bound to your naturall Father, and therekoze we judge it moſt met 
to releaſe him. Lo2vs, qd. Valentine pou have well adviſed, but pet J am 
determined to do otherwile, fo2 you all know that my Mother was w1ong: 
fully baniſhed, and ſo fn exile bzought me kozth, and my bother in the foz: 
reſt of Orleance, where we might both have been devoured of Heafts, if my 
Antle Pepin had not taken me up. Thus he nouriſhed & bought me up to 
man's eſtate ; Akter he made me Kr. & beſtowed on me many pꝛekerments; 
therekoze J ſay theſe things conſidered, my Will is, that my Uncle be let 
free ko K. Lucar; he being at liberty, we will quickly wok rhe freedom 
ok my Father, and all the reck. When the Barons had heard the wiſdom 
ok Valentine, they agzeed all with one volte, tat he had nobly Cpoken, 
Then called they to them the Mellenger of brandiffer, and ſaid; Friend, 
return this anſwer to thy Walter, that we ſhall willingly yield the body g 
K. Lucar, upon condition that he deliver unto us the body of N. Pepin! 
So rhe Mellenger departed; being returned home, he delivered his Wellage 
as Valentine had delivered it to him, whereupon brandiffer (woze by the 
Gods, he (ould have his Bequeſt. Chap 
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Chap. XXXIX. How Myllon Daugler (who was taken for the K. of France} was delivered 
out of Priſon in lieu of K. Lucar: How Valentine and the Duke of Myller iſſued out of 
Angery, and won the Battel from the Sarazens: How K. Pepin was delivered in Charrve 
for the King of Indies Marſhal, left Angory, and returned into France, to ſuccour his 
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Randiffer underſtanding Vaientine's mind, he ſudden[y diſpatched the 
-Peſſengers to his Datighter Galazy, who kept the drang Caſtle, 
willing her to deliver unto rheſe Pellengers the R. of France, and let all 
the reit alone. The Watden heating her Father's mind, ceadfly obeyed, 
calling befoze her the Coaler of the Pziſon, and commanded him to call fozrh 
the K, of France, the Goaler went tothe Pꝛiſon, calling fo the K. of France, 
fo: I'm commanded to fer him at Liberty. D. Myllon hearing him lay (0, 
could not ſo ſatisfie himſelf, but in doubting manner ſaſd, Jam here, It 
it be lo, J am the firſt that muſt ſuffer Death, J am ready to lay it down 
foz my Religion. Sir (qd. the Goaler) tis no ſuch matter, fo2 pou are to 
be delivered body koz bodp, to Kanſome/another Pagan Eing which reſiderh 
in Captivity amongſt the Chzillians., When Henry heard rheſe wozds, he 
repented he denyed to take upon him the Perſon of the K. Thus D.,Myllon 
tok his leave with The Emp. of Greece ſaid unto him, above all, 
J pay remember me 108. Son m Valen. and me to, qd, Orſon, @ tell him 
in what miſery we be, requeſting bim either quickly ro wozk our delivery, 
02 we are not able to endure our lives ; Myllon tomkozted them all he miglFe, 
and laid: Lozds, J will not return into France, till J le pou at Liberry, & 
ſo he rok his way. Being out of Pꝛiſon, he went to the Lady Galazy, and 
did unto her reverence, which ie kindly accepted, and commended him to his 
Foztunes-: So the Wuke went along with the Mellengers that were ſent ko 
the K. of France. When they were come befoze brandiffer, he ſaid unto him - 
King, J would habe you know wherekoze J ſent fo2 pou, and to that end J 
have appointed thole Mellengers that bzought you hither, to conduct you inta 
the City ol Angory to Valentine, and in pour ſttad ſend me back my Son Lu- 
car. as he hath pꝛomiſed. Sir (qd. the Duke) all this ſhall be cfened ta 
ur with, and if he will not deliver R. Lucar actozding pour expectation, 
10 3 hall willingly tome again accozding.co your Percy. Kopally (poke (qd. 
1 brandiffer) I ask no moze. So the Duke took leave, and departed with the 
x. | Yellengers towards \ngory- Akter few days they arrived ro the Palace 
Fl where Valentine lap; being in Wight one of another, they kindly einkzaced. 
{After D. Myllen tak Valentine afide, and related to him the whole courſe of 
Aldis Actions, c bow R. Pepin was led awap by the Indian King, who knew 
F not who he was, and how that he had taken * him the King's Name, on-

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into ſhield him from danger. UWyhen Valentine heard this, he thanked him 
£02 his Deed, and began ro recount what a 'Senefft had happened to him, that 
he was delivered, and the reit left in Bonds; fo2 by your true Loyalty tg 
your Soveraign you are eſcaped from danger. Then Valentine cauſed R. 
Lucar to be bꝛought bekoze him, & laid: K. Lucar,fo2 this time pou are ſet at 
liberty, but if ever you happen again into my hands, J ſhall remember pon 
fo the death of my friend Pacolet. Thete woꝛds being ended, he delivered * 
him unto the Mellengers: Now was Lucar delivered, and the D. Myllon 
reſtazed in his ftead : Valentine having gathered moze ſtrength,” by adding 
nnto his powers the Dukes company, they gathered all their ſcarrered Troops 
into Battel⸗array, and wirh the number of 50000 fighting Men, they (Tuey 
our of the City upon the Enemy. Brandiffer hearing thereof, made up againſt 
him, accompanied with twenty four Kings, his attendants, all holding 
bim their chief Lozd; but their number was ſo infinite, that the Chaiſiang

tould not come near to do them any harm. 1 


Then valentine reſolved to give a new On-ſet upon the Pagans; & coura⸗ 
gioully heartening his Men, he ſet upon that part where was brandiffer, x 
K. Lucar. In the thickeſt of this Battel, an Admiral (who was Tord of 
Maſſidon) eſpying a French Man making havock with his Swozd among 
the Pagans, he made towards him, and hitting him. with his Axe, he clave 
his Head in two pitces : Ye was eſpied by another French Cavalier, who 
made towards this Admiral, in the pzeſence of MyIlon-Dauglec, ſmote him 
dead: Foz the which Act of Ualour Myllon knfghteb him, and laid among 
them all: That he that won Ualour ſhould receive the like reward. In this 
manner continued the Battel all that dap. At laſt they ſfrove on each part 
which. ſhould ſound a Retreat firſt, but neither Cde would yield, ſo that they 
tontinued all that night, making g1eat fires to give them light. At bꝛeab or 
dap the Battel began akrech in moſt fierce manner, that blod ran down as 
water in Channels. 445 im eus 
Valentine and D Myllon behaved themſelves right valiantly, on every five 
rhep beat dawn both Hozſe and Man. But valentine was to foꝛward, ko; he 
entred ſo far into the Enemies Camp, that he came very near the Standard 
of brandiffer. Being there, the Indian Admiral eſpyed him, who van (6 
fiercely at hum, that he flew Valentine's Hozſe under him, who percciving 
dimtelk unhorſed, lightly got upon his fer, and with his Swozd hewed out q 
a paſſage, but he could not have (eſcaped, had not D. Myllon by chance re: ; 
lie ved him with a freſh Hozfe. So Valentine retired Himcelf out ok the Bat⸗ . 
tel to refreſh his tyred Limbs. when the Indian Marſhal ſaw their ſide had 
the woꝛſt. he by his policy withdzew his Foztes, and in the night time dꝛew 
aut at ght; lo that at lat they rok them to their heels and run away.

Ju this bickering there wag many Pziſoners of actount taken, all which 
Valentine [ent into Angory, to be kept in ſałkety. By this time, Brandiffer 
and Lucar knew that they had the wozſt, but they could not make refiſtance. 
At laſt thep relolved to return again into their own Countrys, and renew 
their Foxces afreſh, ſo wzaping up their Enſigns, they tok their way to⸗ 
wards the Dea-coaſt, and the Chziſtians followed after, killing all that with⸗ 
tod them: Ot all the Pagans multitudes that went into rhe Kield efcaped 
but 100 Pagans: They being gone, the Chziſtians riflihg their Tents, 
found ineſtimable Treaſure, and having ſo done, they returned to Angory, 
to relt their tyred Limbs.
